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‘ 1 lied’ ’ says key witness 

A last minute turn of events has postponed the sentencing of both Brazilian men accused Tommy Broad 

of murdering Irish holidaymaker Paul Houston in Alvor, on September 6^^ 2009. Ebert Sergio, 
a friend of both defendants, who appeared in the first court hearing made last minute 
changes to his testimonial, coming clean on the facts of the night of the murder. 



Alvor was in the limelight for 
all the wrong reasons at the end 
of last summer when two Brazil- 
ian men beat Paul Houston to 
death in the seaside holiday vil- 
lage during a night out. 

Paul Houston, a golf aficionado 
who regularly came to the Algarve 
on holiday with his wife and chil- 
dren, died from multiple head in- 
juries after suffering a barrage of 
kicks from both defendants in a 
secluded walkway just a few hun- 
dred metres from the busy bar 
area. 

Jones Sousa dos Santos, 27, and 
Diego Dias , 20, were on the mn for 
ten days before being caught by 
authorities, who launched a mas- 
si ve nationwide operation to catch 
the criminals. 

Jones Sousa dos Santos was 
caught one day before he at- 
tempted to fly back to Brazil, the 
reason why authorities held him 
in custody following his arrest. 

During the second hearing of the 
trial, which took place at Portimao 
Courts on May 4*, both Brazil- 
ian men admitted to being in- 
volved in a fight with Mr Houston, 
but Jones dos Santos claimed he 


did not know he had killed him at 
the time and Diego Dias said he 
was too drunk to remember most 
of the occurrences, alleging Jones 
had informed him what had hap- 
pened the following day. 

The three men met at the 
Borala bar, located on the main 
street, and headed to the riverside 
together, for reasons unknown as 
Jones claimed he had followed 
both Diego and Mr. Houston, 
who were walking ahead of him, 
thinking they were heading to 
another bar; and Diego stated he 
was too drunk to remember. 

A fight broke out when Diego 
was urinating at the walkway and 
Paul Houston tried to grab his 
penis, according to Jones, who 
stated the following in the second 
hearing “I saw them fighting and 
Paul put Diego on the floor. He 
then came for me, spun me into 
the wall and we fell onto the 
floor”, adding “I got up before him 
and kicked him in the neck (...) 
and we [Diego and Jones] ran to 
the end of the walkway.” He 
claimed he acted in self defence, 
which led to the accidental death 
of Mr. Houston. 


Mr. Edwards, the only eye 
witness of the incident, proved 
to be one of the key elements in 
the case. He witnessed a great 
part of the crime from his boat, 
which was around 300 metres 
away from the crime scene: “I 
witnessed two men on the bank, 
but I did not see the victim, he 
must have already been down. 
One of the men was further away, 
with the other standing and 
shouting ‘Puta, puta, puta’, 
whilst making the motion of 
stamping on someone” said the 
visibly distraught eye witness, 
who also saw the second subject 
stamping later. His worst fears 
were confirmed the following day 
when he saw several police offic- 
ers at the scene and it was then he 
declared himself a witness. 

This Thursday, in what was 
expected to be the sentencing of 
both Brazilian men, Ebert Sergio 
addressed the Court to change his 
testimony, saying he had lied in 
the first hearing. Being a friend of 
both defendants, Ebert came 
clean with the panel of judges af- 
ter feeling guilty of his omission 
of the facts, which in turn has 


delayed sentencing until June 7*. 
He claimed that on the night of the 
murder, Jones, when he returned 
from the riverside with Diego, 
said “Let’s leave because I just 
killed someone”, adding “He 
[Jones] was sober and he knew 
exactly what he was doing, he 
even drove home.” He then con- 
firmed Diego’ s allegations by say- 
ing “He [Diego] was very drunk, 
he couldn’ t even walk.” 

He claimedhe had lied in the first 
hearing because “I thought Jones 
would say what I just told the 
Court, and I felt guilty when I 
found out he hadn’t, so now I am 
here telling the truth’ ’ said the wit- 
ness, that might change the final 
say of the judges, putting much 
more of the blame onto Jones, who 
will now most likely be receiving 
a much longer sentence . 

Paul Houston had continued 
alone in Alvor on the night of his 
murder, after his wife, Celine 
Houston, and another couple, 
Phillip and Marian Devlin, de- 
cided to call it a night after an 
evening out during their holiday 
trip, which ended tragically only 
three days into it. 


Study suggests antennae near schools not dangerous to children 


Electromagnetic radiation 
from six schools in Lisbon that 
are the closest to mobile commu- 
nication antennae has been meas- 
ured with readings being between 
one and ten thousand times be- 
low the limit. 

Experts concluded that the 
values registered are within the 
levels of safety and well below 
the maximum limit, news wel- 
comed with relief by parents, 
teachers and students. 

Investigators from the Monit 
project, which the Institute for 
Telecommunications and Supe- 


rior Institute for T echnology have 
been developing since 2002, and 
who are responsible forthe study, 
believe it would not be too far- 
fetched to extend the results to all 
schools throughout the capital. 

Readings were taken from the 
Erei Luis de Sousa, Eurico 
Gongalves, Leao de Arroios, 
Castelo, Numero 72 and Sao Jose 
primary schools, as well as from 
the Pagos do Concelho, in the 
Municipal Square. 

Daniel Sebastiao, of the Monit 
project said that the study had 
taken great care in monitoring 


schools “closest to mobile com- 
munications antennae”. Accord- 
ing to the investigator, Lisbon 
Town Hall selected around 30 
establishments at a distance of 
1 50 to 200 metres from the equip- 
ment, that number being nar- 
rowed down as some of those 
schools have been closed down 
(due to unrelated reasons). 

In total, by July this year, elec- 
tromagnetic radiation from 14 
schools in and around Lisbon will 
be measured. 

In all cases the readings are car- 
ried out 24 hours a day over sev- 


eral months. 

Since 2002 the Institute for 
Telecommunications and Supe- 
rior Institute for Technology has 
been carrying out continuous 
readings (24 hours a day) at 15 1 
spots throughout the country. 

In 69.2 percent of the cases 
readings have been one thousand 
times inferior to the maximum 
established limit. 

Sporadic readings have been 
taken in 5 1 3 other places, such as 
streets, squares and shopping 
centres, with the same outcome 
in 48.4 percent of cases.

B anif bank founder Horacio Roque dies 

Leading Portuguese financier Horacio Roquediedon Wednesday ata Lisbon hospital 
after suffering a stroke, an official at his Madeira-headquartered bank Banif said. He 
was 66. 


Social Democratic spokesman, 
Miguel Relvas, announced the 
stance late on Tuesday saying the 
party did not want to add a po- 
litical crisis to the country’ s eco- 
nomic plight. 

Prime Minister Jose Socrates’ 
minority executive “deserves to 
be censured”, but “not at this 
moment”, Relvas said. 

“We will not make a censure 
motion” to bring down the gov- 
ernment “viable at a particularly 
difficult moment” for Portugal, 
he added. 

In a separate development. So- 
cial Democratic lawmaker Jorge 
Costa said his party would 
present a motion in parliament to 
suspend plans to build bullet train 
links to Spain for aperiod of at least 
three years as a needed step to 
control the ballooning deficit. 

The government earlier an- 
nounced it planned to push for- 
ward with the high-speed Lisbon- 
Madrid line, but would post- 
pone building the lines from the 
capital to northern Oporto and on 
to Vigo in Spain. 

Shortly before the Commu- 
nists announced the filing of a 
motion of no confidence. Finance 
Minister Fernando Teixeira dos 
Santos said that Portugal’s new 
austerity package, including 
broad tax increases, will remain 
in place until efforts to shrink the 
country’s swollen deficit pro- 
duce a “sustainable and lasting” 
effect. 

Teixeira dos Santos’ com- 
ments in Brussels came on the 
sidelines of an EU finance minis- 
ters meeting in Brussels appeared 
to contradict Prime Minister .Jose 
Socrates’ more optimistic stance 
that the measures announced last 
week would last for 1 8 months. 

“These are measures that will 
remain in place as long as neces- 
sary to assure that the budget 
deficit is sustainable and lasting”, 
the finance minister said. 

The package of VAT, income 
and corporate tax increases, cou- 
pled with cuts in public spend- 
ing and politicians’ salaries, aims 
to prune the 2009 deficit of 9.4 
percent to 7.3 percent this year 
and 4.6 percent in 201 1 . 

The Eurozone group mean- 
while expressed “satisfaction” on 
Tuesday over the additional 
budget cutting steps announced 


by Portugal and Spain, describ- 
ing them as “courageous”. 

“We think that the measures 
taken by the Spanish and Portu- 
guese governments are coura- 
geous measures, indicating apath 
of adjustment that bring us satis- 
faction”, Eurogroup president 
Jean-Claude Juncker said early on 
Tuesday at the close of a finance 
ministers’ meeting in Brussels. 

The belt-tightening steps will 
now be “examined in detail” by 
the European Commission be- 
fore the Eurogroup finance min- 
isters pass “final judgement” on 
the Iberian austerity packages at 
a June 7 meeting in Luxembourg, 
Juncker said. 

For his part, Brussels’ Eco- 
nomic and Financial Affairs 
CommissionerOlliRehn said that 
not all member states should im- 
plement budget consolidation 
measures simultaneously to 
avoid provoking arecession. 

In a related story. Prime Min- 
ister Jose Socrates said on 
Wednesday his Socialist govern- 


ment planned to end economic 
crisis stimuli in order to fight 
Portugal’ s swollen budget defi- 
cit, but said he was open to spe- 
cial consideration for unem- 
ployed people in precarious con- 
ditions. 

“After economic recovery in 
the first quarter, we think this is 
the moment to return to the po- 
sition the state had before the cri- 
sis” that broke in 2008, Prime 
Minister Socrates told reporters 
following a meeting with em- 
ployers and trade unions. 

“The end of the anti-crisis 
measures is foreseen in the PEC 
(Stability and Growth Pro- 
gramme), but this does not ex- 
clude talks with our partners to 
verify if there are (employment) 
vulnerabilities that we can ad- 
dress”, he said. 

Representatives of the coun- 
try’s business associations and 
trade unions criticised the gov- 
ernment for lack of “clarity” on 
the recently announced austerity 
measures. TPN/Lusa

EDP yet to reimburse 
consumers for 90's flaw 

Portuguese electricity consumers are yet to be 
reimbursed with around €6.4 million in deposits that 
were wrongly charged by national electricitycompany 
EDP in the 1990s, according to data from the General 
Consumers' Board (DGC). 

A first ‘Essential Public 
Services’ law from July 1996 
ruled a prohibition on charging 
deposits that were used to 
guarantee supplies of water, 
electricity and gas, and stipu- 
lated that all unlawfully col- 
lected deposits should be re- 
paid to consumers. 

By 2007 EDP had reim- 
bursed€14.9 million, 70percent 
of the €21.3 million it was or- 
dered to repay. 

Totalling all deposits that 
have been repaid to consumers 
by all public services that were 
ordered to reimburse consum- 
ers, so far some €18.8 million 
have been refunded. 

Eighty percent of that 
amount was given back by EDP. 

Water suppliers have re- 
funded consumers with €2.7 


million, and gas suppliers €1 . 1 
million. 

Legislation stipulated that 
the remaining amount of un- 
claimed deposits should be 
handed over to the DGC to start 
a fund aimed at financing extra- 
judicial mechanisms for justice- 
seeking consumers, as well as 
promoting consumer rights 
awareness-raising projects. 

Exactly how much has been 
deposited in that fund is un- 
known. The DGC alleges that 
the reimbursement procedure is 
not yet complete and that con- 
sumers can still claim a refund 
via themselves. 

Only then, once the proce- 
dure has been officially closed, 
will the total amount in the 
DGC’ s fund “possibly” be dis- 
closed.

‘Made in’ labels could become 
compulsory for clothes 

Country of origin labelsshould become compulsoryfor clothes sold in Europe so that consumersare notmisled by 
labels suggesting they were made in an ED Member State, saidthe European Parliament onTuesday when it 
approved an update of the ED clothes labelling scheme. 


The only way to ensure that 
consumers are not deceived by 
labels implying clothes were 
made in the EU when they were 
in fact made in a third country is 
to make ‘made in’ labels manda- 
tory, MEPs decided. 

‘Made in’ labels are currently 
voluntary in the EU but in prac- 
tice their use depends on national 
laws. 

In comparison, country of ori- 
gin labelling is strictly regulated 


in, for example, the USA, Canada 
and Japan. 

Current EU legislation on tex- 
tile labelling applies only to the 
harmonisation of textile fibre 
names - there are currently 48 fi- 
bres (18 natural and 30 synthetic) 
sold on the single market - and the 
labelling of the fibre composition 
of textile products. 

Although the European Parlia- 
ment was initially asked to vote 
only on a technical proposal by 


the Commission (aiming at cut- 
ting the time taken to place new 
fibres on the market), MEPs 
turned this into a more political 
proposal, to make country of 
origin labelling mandatory in the 
new regulation. 

To help consumers to make 
informed choices, MEPs also 
asked the Commission to pro- 
duce a report within two years, 
and if necessary a proposal for 
legislation to impose the new la- 


belling requirements EU-wide. 

This report should examine the 
harmonised requirements on care 
labelling (currently voluntary), 
clothing and footwear sizes, on 
health and safety warnings (flam- 
mability, possible allergenic sub- 
stances) and on social labelling. 

Parliament’s report on this 
subject was drafted by Toine 
Manders and adopted by 528 
votes to 18, with 108 absten- 
tions.

(ATL) told newspaper Didrio 
Economico. 

Eor consumers, the creation of 
an easyJet base in the capital 
would represent an increase in 
diversity, as the creation of abase 
is generally followed up with the 
launch of new routes. 

The low-cost company al- 


ready flies to and from Lisbon, 
Oporto, Earo and Eunchal. 

Whichever airport easyJet 
chooses to collaborate with (Lis- 
bon is reportedly competing with 
Barcelona, Amsterdam and Co- 
penhagen) will be ‘home’ to an 
initial three aircraft, which 
should gradually increase to 
seven. 

The British no-frills airline 
currently flies to 1 19 airports in 
29 countries, the most recent base 
launch having been Eiumencino, 
Rome, where four aircraft are sta- 
tioned. 

It has a fleet of 189 planes, 
which it plans to increase to 208 
by September 2012, an expan- 
sion strategy that has caused an 
easyJet founding member to quit 
the company. 


US ambassador sees joint 
business in Africa, NATO 
role at Azores base 


Portugal’s “unique” relation 
with former African colonies of- 
fers interesting triangular invest- 
ment opportunities for US busi- 
nesses, says Washington’s new 
ambassador to Lisbon. 

Ambassador Allan Katz, in- 
terviewed by LusaNews Agency 
this week, also said Washington 
wanted to see greater NATO use 
of the Portuguese Lajes airbase 
in the Azores, which the US Air 
Eorce has used as a pivotal refu- 
elling point for six decades . 

“We believe that Portugal’s 
unique relations with Angola, 
and also with Mozambique and 
other Lusophone countries, can 
open an opportunity for US 
companies with capital to invest 
in partnership with Portuguese” 
counterparts, Katz said. 

He also noted that Portuguese 
firms had invested some $2 bil- 
lion in recent years in the United 
States, including an electrical 
parts Efacec plant in Georgia. 


The ambassador, who took up 
his Lisbon post last month, said 
Washington continued to at- 
tribute “strategic importance” to 
the mid- Atlantic Laj es air base on 
Terceira Island, but that its “role 
should change with a greater 
NATO presence” in terms of 
missions and training. 

“We have communicated this 
to the (Portuguese) government 
and I think the government is in- 
tere sted in making it happen’ ’ , he 
said. “These things never happen 
very quickly, but I hope they will 
move forward.” 

Katz noted that aviation tech- 
nology and the nature of current 
US Air Eorce missions had re- 
duced the need to use Lajes as a 
refuelling base. 

“What we must now do is 
make good use of a strategic re- 
sources that is based on a bilat- 
eral relationship with a good ally 
and try to see that NATO has a 
more important role”, Katz said.

Piracy cost national 
industry €174million 
in 2009 



In 2009, pirate software use in Portugal rose to 54%, with the 
industry having lost€174million due to this illegal practice, according 
to a study by BSA- Business Software Alliance. 


The seventh BSA study, re- 
leased by Assoft (Portuguese 
Association of Software), re- 
vealed that losses due to the use 
of pirated software rose 16% 
from 2008 to 2009, costing the in- 
dustry €174million. “The Portu- 
guese State also saw, in 2009, a 
rise in tax evasion due to pirate 
software usage, which just in 
IV A (VAT) signified losses of 
over €34million last year” re- 
ferred the study. 

“If we consider the institu- 
tional brands, auctions and 
intemetpages, altogether, 54% of 
software used in Portugal is coun- 
terfeit” said Manuel Cerqueira, 
Chairman of Assoft, who added 


“This detracts from the earnings 
authors expect to make on their 
software, and the companies, in- 
stead of increasing their staff con- 
tingent, only maintain or in some 
cases reduce it. So this directly 
affects employment in Portugal.” 

In light of this situation, 
Assoft defends the creation of a 
tribunal designed to judge crimes 
of intellectual property fraud, a 
project that has been announced 
but not yet put in place. 

“I think that if we had better 
surveillance we would all come 
out winners and the State can 
collect substantial funds” said 
Manuel Cerqueira, who pointed 
out that the software industry 


lost €852million between 1994 
and 1998, with losses in VAT 
exceeding € 1 69milhon . 

On a worldwide scale, the soft- 
ware industry lost €51billion 
from counterfeit software last 
year alone. 

Figures revealed by the study 
also showed that the use of ille- 
gal software rose in 1 9 of the 111 
countries analysed, though di- 
minished in 54. 

The USA, Japan and 
Fuxemburg are the countries with 
the lowest rate of pirated soft- 
ware, all under 2 1 % . On the other 
side of the scale, Bangladesh, 
Zimbabwe and Moldavia have 
the highest rates, all above 90%.

NewEU 
strategy 
aims to get 
even more 
frombio- 
waste 

The European Commission 
has this week laid out steps 
to improve the 
management of bio-waste 
in the EU and tap into its 
significant environmental 
and economic benefits. 

Bio-degradable garden, 
kitchen and food waste accounts 
for 88 million tonnes of munici- 
pal waste each year and has a 
maj or potential impact on the en- 
vironment. 

But it also has considerable 
promise as a renewable source of 
energy and recycled materials . 

This week’s communication 
promotes actions to unlock this 
potential by making the best use 
of existing legislation while giv- 
ing Member States discretion to 
choose the options best suited to 
their individual circumstances. 
Supporting initiatives atEU level 
will also be necessary. 

Environment Commissioner 
Janez Potoonik said: “We already 
have a significant body of legis- 
lation governing bio-waste in the 
EU. But through better 
implemention and enforcement, 
we can squeeze even more ben- 
efit from bio- waste . This will not 
only help in the fight against cli- 
mate change: producing good 
quality compost and biogas will 
contribute to healthy soil and 
slow biodiversity loss.” 


The all electric, zero emis- 
sions, vehicle will cost €34,955, 
with the government providing a 
€5 ,000 discount for the first five 
thousand buyers of the electric 
vehicles.

The Leaf’ s battery will have a 
1 60 kilometre range before need- 
ing to be recharged, which can be 
done either at home or at electric 
recharging stations. Around 320 
stations are expected to be avail- 
able in Portugal by the end of the 
year and 1 ,300 by the end of 20 1 1 . 

A slow charge will take be- 
tween six to eight hours for a full 


charge (home charging dock must 
be installed for use at homes), 
with quick charging units at serv- 
ice stations lasting between 
twenty and thirty minutes to 
charge the Leaf 80% . 

Nissan announced that reser- 
vations for the Leaf in Portugal 
will begin in July, with sales ex- 
pected to start in December this 
year. 

The Nissan Leaf will have a top 
speed of 145 kph and a range of 
1 60 kilometres . The in-house de- 
veloped electric motor delivers a 
respectable 80kW/280Nm of 
torque for high response and 
powerful acceleration. 

The vehicle’ s navigation sys- 
tem will point out all charging sta- 
tions nearby and also the driving 
radius within range under the cur- 
rent state of charge. 

The 24k Wh Lithium-Ion bat- 
tery is expected to last between 
five to ten years before having to 
be replaced for a new one. 


Portugal above-average 
regarding women in polities 


Regarding the number of 
women working in politics in 
Portugal, the country ranks sev- 
eral positions above the European 
average, yet when it comes to the 
amount of women working in the 
government, Portugal fares sig- 
nificantly worse, being amongst 
the bottom 10 countries with the 
lowest figures. 

According to a survey released 
last week, Linland topped the 
ranking, with more than half of its 
governmental roles being occu- 
pied by females. 

Portugal rates 27th on the list, 
with just 17.9 percent of govern- 
mental roles. Ministerial or Sec- 
retarial, being filled by women. 

This is according to the first 
report from the Observatory for 
Integrated Gender/System of In- 
formation and Knowledge, cre- 
ated by the Committee for Equal- 
ity and Gender. 

A law on quotas states that 
there must be a certain percent- 
age of women included on politi- 
cal lists, but the Observatory’s 
report concluded that “in the 
majority of cases women do not 
have the same possibilities of 
being elected as men or even of 
carrying out these roles” . 

The report highlights the “low 


participation of women”, both in 
governmental and parliamentary 
roles, at national, regional, and lo- 
cal levels. 

University Professor Manuel 
Lisboa, a coordinator of the 
study, said “the quota system is 
a starting point” but that “it is not 
enough. People who are placed 
on these lists must also be put in 
eligible positions” he said, add- 
ing it is necessary to “push a lit- 
tle further”. 

“There have been changes”, he 
stressed, but described them as 
“very, very slow” and that 
“structural factors persisted”. 

“The same tendencies have 
been maintained” as those in pre- 
vious studies, Manuel Lisboa 
summed up. 

Nevertheless, “the number of 
women MPs in the Portuguese 
and European Parliaments, and 
in the roles of Municipal May- 
ors has increased since the 90s”, 
the report states. 

Within European Parliament, 
36 percent of MPs are women. 
In comparison to other EU coun- 
tries, Portugal’ s Parliament ranks 
1 4**', regarding the percentage of 
women occupying roles, which 
is still somewhat above the Eu- 
ropean average.

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Lagos’ latest wind farm designed to ‘protect’ nature 


B A new 25-turbine wind farm was inaugurated this week in Barao de Sao 
Joao, Lagos, based on state-of-the-art technology from the United 
States and designed to protect migrating birds such as eagles, vultures 
and storks as well as help reduce Portuguese energy consumption by up 
to 60 percent, by 2020. 


Using innovative technology 
created by Portuguese but in- 
spired by NAS A and the US Air 
Force, the new ‘Barao Sao Joao 
Renewable Energy Park’ will 
produce enough ‘green’ energy to 
replenish the whole of Lagos’ 
consumption. 

It has been estimated that it 
will generate approximately 153 
gigawatts per hour, per year. The 
project has been designed to pro- 


tect migrating birds via a radar 
movement-detection system and 
SGPS/PTT technology which 
automatically detects and fol- 
lows bird wildlife movement. 

Installed by the E.On Com- 
pany, one of the largest private 
electricity and gas operators in 
the world, the wind farm is esti- 
mated to have cost around €70 
million. 

It is expected that the set-up 


will produce enough ‘clean’ en- 
ergy to power 200,000 homes, 
said the President of E.ON Re- 
newable Energies, Miguel 
Antonanzas. 

Portugal’ s Minister for 

Economy, Innovation and Devel- 
opment, Vieira da Silva, who pre- 
sided over the official inaugura- 
tion, said that the Park would 
bring three major contributions to 
energy-related politics in Portu- 
gal. 

“Territory- wise, it diversifies 
the production of electric energy, 
being the biggest wind farm in 
Southern Portugal; it is a compo- 
nent of the alternative to import- 
ing solid fuels, and has a system 
of positive control regarding 
birds’ migration”, he announced. 

“This park is another impor- 
tant piece in a strategy that has 
the highest priority in our coun- 
try” he continued, stressing that 
the turbines would contribute 
towards Portugal, by 2020, 
reaching its objective of 60 per- 
cent of its energy consumption 
being provided from renewable 
sources. 

It bird-detection system lo- 
cates all sizes and types of bird, 
from sparrows to eagles and 
storks. 

Miguel Repas, of the STRIX 
Company, which renders serv- 
ices within the areas of renewable 
energy, the environment and IT 
systems, said the turbines would 
probably have to stop for around 
150 hours a year to protect the 
local biodiversity and migrating 
birds. 


Alentejo to test world s 


largestradio 

The Alentejo region of 
Moura is to host the testing 
of prototypes of the largest 
radio-telescope in the world, 
which will eventually be in- 
stalled somewhere in the 
Southern hemisphere. 

An investigator related to 
the project said the test 
could establish Moura as a 
‘platform’ for the develop- 
ment of radio-astronomy. 

Prior to building the “gi- 
gantic” SKA (Square Kilo- 
metre Array), in a region of 
South Africa or Australia, 
prototypes will be tested at 
the Herdade da Contenda, in 
Moura, this summer. 

“Moura is the best place in 
Europe for radio-as- 
tronomy” Domingos 

Barbosa, a European mem- 
ber of the project’s commit- 


telescope 

tee and Aveiro University lec- 
turer told Lusa, adding that 
the SKA tests could “serve as 
a springboard” for the region 
to “invest” in its “potential” 
and become a platform for the 
development of radio-as- 
tronomy. 

According to Domingos 
Barbosa, “it is natural that 
Moura, with international 
support, will continue to be 
used to test technology, in- 
stalling small radio-tel- 
escopes and studying radio- 
astronomy”. 

Moura has “a clean radio- 
electric spectrum, with very 
low noise and little interfer- 
ence”, the highest solar radia- 
tion in Europe and high tem- 
peratures all year round; 
“the ideal conditions for test- 
ing prototypes”.

Rise in water prices “inevitable and 
necessary”, says Minister 



Portugal's Minister for the Environment, Dulce Passaro, confirmed this week during a trip to 
Oliveira do Hospital that "the price that consumers payfortheir water will have to go up", 
describing it as "inevitable and necessary".

Minister Passaro was invited 
to close a conference dedicated to 
water and the environment, 
named ‘ Aquanostra’ , which was 
organised by the Rotary Clubs 
of Beira Serra and took place in 
Oliveira do Hospital. 

During her speech the Environ- 
mental Minister said “as far as the 
law goes, municipalities can al- 
ways subsidise the price of wa- 


ter” but added “this would not be 
good practice”. 

“This is a very controversial 
matter” the Minister said, adding 
that the Regulating Entity for 
Water and Residuals “has already 
made areconunendation to calcu- 
late the price based on one unique 
model”. 

Regarding the topic, Dulce 
Passaro warned municipalities 


to take special care when deal- 
ing with “situations of par- 
ticular economic difficulty, 
and also with large families”, 
by creating special fees for 
such situations. 

Erancisco Eerreira, of environ- 
mental agency Quercus, who also 
spoke during the conference, cor- 
roborated the Ministers opinion, 
affirming “it is necessary to ex- 


plain to the Portuguese that the 
water we consume is cheap”, and 
therefore leads to wastage, he 
said. 

Joao Pedro Rodrigues, Presi- 
dent of the Aguas do Zezere e Coa 
Water Company (AZC), another 
speaker, highlighted that it would 
be necessary to create “support 
mechanisms regarding the interior 
of the country”. 


Wind farm flunked

A three-turbine wind farm 
planned for the Aguade 
Tabuas area of Tavira has 
been rejected by the 
government after protests 
from local residents and 
environmental 
organizations such as the 
Portuguese Society for the 
Study of Birds, and 
'Probaal'. 

Tavira Mayor Jorge Botelho 
said he has not yet read the final 
ruling but has received confirma- 
tion that the project will not be 
going ahead. 

Probaal, a non-governmental 
organisation formed in 2000 by 
Portuguese and foreign residents 
has campaigned extensively to 
stop the wind farm as well. 

A recent update on Probaal’ s 
website reads “Residents of Agua 
de T abuas and Malhada do Judeu 
celebrated on Wednesday as they 
learned that the project for three 
turbines proposed for the areahas 


been thrown out by Lisbon”. 

According to Probaal, the de- 
cision had been pending for two 
weeks longer than the 28 work- 
ing days outlined by the Commit- 
tee for Regional Development 
and Coordination (CCDR). 
“It seems that the evidence was 
just too strong against the pro- 
posed site for the Cavalum tur- 
bines”, it continued. 

In the update Probaal ex- 
plained how the previous 14 
months had seen “a barrage of 
letters of objection flying at the 
parties responsible for the 
project and its approval, as well 
as discussions with the com- 
pany”. 

It claimed that ‘ ‘when it became 
clear that Cavalum was stringing 
residents along about their will- 
ingness to look at alternative 
sites”, the villagers who were 
most affected sought legal help. 

“Tavira lawyers picked apart 
the shabby proposal the com- 
pany had submitted. They found 
countless errors, omissions and 
false reporting”, the update con- 
tinued, listing a series of flaws, 
claims and “misrepresentations” 
regarding the wind farm’ s origi- 


nal route proposal. 

“The proposed site also 
caused a big stir among Portugal 
bird experts, as a pair of rare 
Bonelli’ s eagle nest nearby” the 
posting claims. 

It was the discovery of Bonelli 
eagles in the Alferece region of 
Monchique that saw a similar 
wind farm also successfully be- 
ing re-routed, following the pro- 
tests of residents, environmental 
and animal protection agencies. 

The posting concludes “resi- 
dents can now get on with their 
lives without the threat of 120- 
metre towers looming 300 metres 


from their homes, fear of devel- 
oping ‘wind turbine syndrome’ , 
disturbing noise or seriously de- 
creased house values. 
“Hooray! It is a huge boost to 
know that projects DO get turned 
down and that it has been worth 
pursuing this result”. 

However, it has been con- 
firmed that a similar proj ect pro- 
posed for Malhanito (near 
Cachopo, also in the T avira area), 
has been confirmed. 

The project, which comprises 
29 turbines, will go ahead and rep- 
resents an investment of around 
€70 million.

EU publishes report on water scarcity and droughts 
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The European Commission has this week 
published a reportonthe progress of 
member states in addressing water 
scarcity and droughts. 


D espite more rainfall 
in southern 

European 
countries in 2009 
than in previous 
years, greater efforts are still 
needed to stop and reverse the 
over-exploitation of Europe’s 
limited water resources, the EC 
report indicated. An effective 
water pricing policy, water 
efficiency and water saving 
measures are essential to ensure 
that Europe has enough good 
quality water to meet the needs 
of users and to face the challenges 
of a changing climate. 

EU Environment Commis- 
sioner Janez Potonik said: “Wa- 
ter is life - so water policy is our 
life insurance. This report high- 
lights the importance of integrat- 
ing water policy into wider 
policy goals at all levels, at EU 
and national levels. More than 
anything else, our water policies 
must be sustainable: we cannot 
afford to borrow water from the 
future.” 

The balance between water 
demand and availability has 
reached a critical level in many 
areas of Europe. 

Water scarcity and droughts 
have emerged as a major chal- 
lenge, and climate change is ex- 
pected to make matters worse. 
This new report shows that 


some member states have begun 
to suffer permanent scarcity 
across the whole country. The 
problem is not limited to Medi- 
terranean countries. The Czech 
Republic has reported areas 
with frequent water scarcity, 
and France and Belgium have re- 
ported over-exploited aquifers. 

For several years, the Com- 
mission has urged member states 
to adopt policy options such as 
water pricing, improved water 
management tools, and effi- 
ciency and water saving meas- 
ures. 

A report compiled for the 
Commission in 2009 showed 
that the introduction of manda- 
tory requirements on water us- 
ing devices under the extended 
Eco-design Directive could bring 
significant savings. 

If all domestic water-using 
products were included this 
could lead to a 1 9 percent reduc- 
tion in total water consumption 
- a 3.2 percent reduction in the 
total annual EU water abstrac- 
tion. 

Reducing the water consump- 
tion of energy-related products 
such as taps, showers and baths 
can also result in a potential re- 
duction of 20 percent in heating 
needs, while changes in shower- 
ing time, bathing frequency or 
use of taps can result in savings 


of 20 to 30 percent. 

This week’s report confirms 
that good water management 
should be based on the water hi- 
erarchy, with the priority on 
water demand management. 
Supply options should only be 


considered once the potential for 
water savings has been ex- 
hausted. 

The report also expresses the 
Commission’s concern for the 


delay in the implementation of 
the W ater Framework Directive 
in the member states most af- 
fected by water scarcity. The 
deadline for Member States to 


submit their plans for managing 
Europe’s river basins was in 
March, but in some Member 
States consultations on these 
plans have still not started. 
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Investment in digital economy key to 
Europe’sfuture prosperity, says EC report 


Europe'sdigital economy is 
growing in strength, 
spreading throughout all 
sectors of the economy and 
reaching into all areas of 
our lives, accordingtothe 
European Commission's 
Digital Competitiveness 
report published this week. 

Information and Communica- 
tions Technologies (ICTs) have 
driven half of the productivity 
growth in Europe over the past 1 5 
years. 

Six out of ten Europeans regu- 
larly use the internet. However, if 
Europe wants to fully exploit the 
potential benefits of the digital 
economy, it must step up a gear 
and provide faster broadband and 
an internet people trust, improve 
citizens’ skills, and encourage 
even more ICT innovation. The 
European Commission will pro- 
pose specific measures in these 
areas with its Digital Agenda for 
Europe, a flagship of the Europe 
2020 strategy, to be launched 
shortly. 

Digital AgendaCommissioner 
Neehe Kroes said: “Europe’ s dig- 
ital economy is crucial to eco- 
nomic growth and prosperity. 
ICTs and high speed internet are 
as revolutionary in our h ves today 
as the development of electricity 
and transport networks were over 
a century ago. But we need sup- 
port for further internet develop- 
ment so that all citizens can ben- 
efit from the digital economy. ’ ’ 


Euroarea 
inflation 
climbs to 
1.5 percent 

Euroarea annual inflation 
was 1 . 5 percent in April 2010, 
up from 1 .4 percent in March. 
Portugal was amongst the 
member countries with the 
lowest rates. 

A year earlier the rate had 
been 0.6 percent in the Euro 
area. 

Monthly inflation was 0.5 
percent in April 2010. EU an- 
nual inflation was 2.0 percent 
in April 20 1 0, up from 1 . 9 per- 
cent in March. A year earlier 
the rate was 1.3 percent. 
Monthly inflation was 0.4 
percent in April 2010. These 
figures come from Eurostat. 

The annual inflation rate in 
Portugal was fixed at 0.7 per- 
cent, which is the third lowest 
in the Euroarea, behind Ireland 
(-2.5 percent) and the Nether- 
lands (0.6 percent). 

The highest rate was re- 
corded in Greece (4.7 per- 
cent), followed by Luxem- 
bourg (3.1 percent) and 
Slovenia (2.7 percent).

Portuguese Foreign 
Minister Luis Amado has 
welcomedthe resumption 
of EU-Mercosul trade talks, 
but recognised they were 
"difficult" and would likely 
not be concluded by the 
end of the year. 

“It’ s a very complex dossier”. 
Minister Amado told LusaNews 
Agency in Madrid this week af- 
ter preparatory talks between 
European and Latin American 
foreign ministers ahead of a trans- 
Atlantic summit on Tuesday. 

“There are many vested inter- 
ests in these negotiations, but it’ s 
a good sign, despite everything, 
the restart of negotiations at this 
time”, he said. 

It is important, he added, to act 
against “protectionist tenden- 
cies” that threatened “the recov- 
ery of the world economy”. 

“It’ 11 be hard to reach an accord 
by the end of the year as the most 
optimistic calendars establish, 
but Ibelieve we can advance more 
quickly than the Doha negotia- 
tions given the more limited na- 
ture of the problems” separating 
the EU and the Mercosul bloc, he 
added.

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Unemployment rate 
grows to 10.6 percent 



The Portuguese unemployment rate grew to 10.6 percent in the first 
quarter of year, according to INE, the national statistics office. This 
rate represents a 1 .7pp (percentage points) year-on-year increase, 
and a O.Spp growth on the previous quarter. 


However, the number of unem- 
ployed persons registered in job 
centres decreased 0.2 percent in 
April, according to Portugal’s 
employment agency lEFP. 

The figures for April show 
570,768 people registered atjob 


centres - a 1 6. 1 percent year-on- 
year increase, but 0.2 percent 
below the March numbers. 

“It’ s the first time in the space 
of a year [unemployment figures] 
have gone down”. Labour State 
Secretary Valter Lemos toldLusa. 


Lemos added that “the 
economy is showing signs of ac- 
tivity” and that the smaller 
number of unemployed for April 
“breaks a year-long tendency and 
generates positive expecta- 
tions”.

Lisbon wants to serve Brazil as 
gateway to Europe 

Portugal wants emerging powerhouse Brazil to use it as a door 
to European markets. Prime Minister Jose Socrates said this 
week ahead of a Lisbon-Brasilia summit. 



Prime Minister Socrates 
told Brazilian broadcaster 
Rede TV, Brazil’s economy is 
in the process of rapid “inter- 
nationalization” and that 
many of its leading compa- 
nies have invested in Portu- 
gal. 

“We would like to be the 
hub or the country from 
which Brazil departs on its 
discovery of Europe”, he said. 

Socrates, a Socialist, also 
praised the domestic and in- 
ternational achievements of 
President Lula da Silva, say- 
ing the Brazilian leader, 
with whom he met in Lisbon 


on Wednesday for a regular bi- 
lateral summit, had shown 
over two terms that “the left 
can govern with responsibil- 
ity”. 

Da Silva’s accomplishments 
at home and abroad were “ab- 
solutely notable”, he added. 

In an earlier interview on 
Sunday with Sao Paulo news- 
paper Folha, Jose Socrates un- 
derlined Brazil’s growing 
prominence on the world stage 
economically and diplomati- 
cally, saying such protagonism 
also boosted Lisbon’s standing 
in the international arena. 

Lula’s global “political capi- 


tal” was so great that it would 
be a “waste” for him not to 
continue playing an interna- 
tional role when he soon 
leaves the Brazilian presi- 
dency, Socrates said. 

He said he planned to insist 
the Brazilian leader con- 
sider standing for the post of 
UN secretary-general, add- 
ing that he would visit 
Brasilia at the end of May 
with former Portuguese 
President Jorge Sampaio 
and Spanish Prime Minister 
Jose Luis Zapatero to discuss 
Lula’s political future.

Portugal’s unemployed seekmore 
mortgage aid in April 


The number of unemployed 
individuals who were unable to 
pay their mortgages and seeking 
government aid rose this April, 
making that month the third high- 
est in terms of unemployed aid 
requests, since the Extraordinary 
Credit Line (LCE) was created. 

According to the General 
Treasury and Finance Board 
(DGTF), in April 305 appeals 
were made to the LCE for finan- 
cial aid, almost doubled the 
number submitted the month be- 
fore (March), when 158 requests 
were taken. 


After October and December 
2009, when 332 and 321 appeals 
were submitted, respectively, 
April this year was the third 
month with the highest number 
of requests. 

The LCE was created last May 
to help homeowners who have 
been unemployed and registered at 
job centres for at least three months 
or more, pay their mortgage. 

The DGTF’s latest update 
showed that by the end of April 
this year a total of 2,892 unem- 
ployed citizens had submitted 
requests to the LCE, with 1,872 


having been approved. In total 
more than € 1 20 million have been 
distributed to help struggling 
homeowners. 

By the end of April 175 re- 
quests had been refuted and 845 
were still being analysed, which 
together represent financial sup- 
port in the region of €40 million. 

Created under Decree-Law no . 
103/2009, on May 12th 2009, 
the LCE facilitates grants of up 
to half of monthly mortgages (to 
a maximum of €500) over a 24- 
month period, which must be re- 
paid.

Home-owners to pay tax on billboard 
advertising 


Homeowners who live in 
buildings that display bill- 
board advertising on their 
fa 9 ades could face their condo- 
minium pots being taxed. 

As of this year condominium 
payers could be taxed for leas- 
ing building facades to adver- 
tisers. Income earned from al- 
lowing agencies to use the 
buildings fa 9 ades for advertis- 


ing and publicity must be in- 
cluded in IRS tax declarations 
from each condominium payer. 

These rules were already part 
of the law but only now have fis- 
cal authorities made them bind- 
ing and are clarifying any ques- 
tions their application may raise. 

Information from the DGCI, 
dated May 10th, stresses that 
earnings from advertising must be 


“proportionally indicated in 
the respective annex F of in- 
come declarations submitted by 
each co-owner of the property 
in question”. 

This is a legal obligation that 
many tax payers are unfamiliar 
with despite the displaying of 
advertising on residential and 
commercial buildings being a 
common sight. 
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Lisbon seeks strengthened ties with Colombia 



Portugal and Colombia have inked a political accord setting up regular diplomaticconsultationsto 
boost bilateral trade and investment ties.

Social Security Pensions in the EU 

Part n° 3 - Practical Problems 


Because Social Security systems 
are different in each European 
Union state, it should not come 
as a surprise that a variety of 
practical problems may arise. 
The following are some 
illustrations of the cross-border 
problems that may arise. 
Pensionable Age 
As has already been mentioned, 
the Social Security systems of the 
Member States are not 
harmonised. It is therefore not 
surprising that pensionable age 
varies according to the country. 
In some States, you get your 
pension at 60, in others at 65 and 
in some at 67. 

Eor example, you were first 
insured for 35 years in State A 
where the pensionable age is 67 
and then for 10 years in State B 
where the pensionable age is 60. 
At the age of 60, you will have to 
stop working in State B and will 
be entitled to a small pension 
from this State, corresponding to 
the length of insurance periods 
completed in that State (10/45). 
Y ou have then to wait seven more 
years before you become entitled 
to the relatively high pension 
from State A (35/45). In some 
cases, the pension drawn from 
State B is so low that the person 
concerned has to rely on social 
assistance. In order to avoid this 
undesirable situation, you should 
ask for information on the 
pensionable age in the country 
where you wish to continue your 
occupational activities before 
moving there. 

Exchange Rates 
If you receive a pension from 
another country, it normally has 
to be converted into the currency 
of your country of residence. In 
the past, conversion was done at 
exchange rates which often 
fluctuated. This could work out 
to your advantage but also to 
your disadvantage, depending on 
the currency concerned. With the 
Euro, exchange rates are 
permanently fixed, thus doing 
away with this awkward 
situation. However, the problem 
of fluctuations still affects 
pensions from Denmark, Greece, 


Iceland, Liechtenstein, Norway, 
Sweden, and the UK. 

Postal and Bank Charges 
If your pension is paid to you 
from another country, postal and 
bank charges maybe deducted. In 
exceptional cases, where the 
amount of your pension is very 
small (e.g. a pension 
corresponding to one year of 
insurance abroad), the deduction 
of these charges may mean a 
considerable reduction in your 
pension. 

Conclusion 

Without European Union 
Community provisions on 
Social Security, millions of 
European citizens could find 
themselves without sufficient 
protection. It is not certain that 
national Social Security 
legislation alone would always be 
able to provide a full or partial 
answer to many of the questions 
that arise. Many workers might 
run the risk of being insured twice 
or not at all, or they could lose 
rights to benefit they have 
acquired without having the 
opportunity to build up new 
ones. This is why European 
provisions are applicable across 
the Union exist for efficient and 
complete protection. 

Regulations offer practical and 
satisfactory solutions to most of 
the cross-border problems 
arising in the field of Social 
Security. While not perfect, there 
is an on-going effort for 
improvement and simplification 
of Community provisions to fill 
the remaining gaps.

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Pope ends Portugal 
trip with call to 
missions and inter- 
faith ‘dialogue’ 



Pope Benedict XVI capped a four-day, 
three-city visit to Portugal in Oporto last 
Friday, launching a dual appeal to Catholics 
to embrace missions with renewed zeal 
while opening the church to "dialogue" 
with different cultures and religions. 


The Pope issued the chal- 
lenges in the northern industrial 
city where up to 1 50,000 people 
braved chilly morning showers to 
attend an outdoor Mass. 

Reminding the multitude of 
the Christian’ s obligation to be a 
witness for Christ, the pontiff, 
speaking in Portuguese, asked: 
“If you are not the witnesses in 
your own environment, who will 
take your place”? 

He said “the deepest expecta- 
tions of the world” and “the great 
certainties of the Gospel” inter- 
sected in Christian missions be- 
cause “without God the human 
being does not know where to go 
and does not even understand 
who he is”. 

The Church, he warned, risked 
“dying over time” if it rested on 
the laurels of “what we still have 
or think we have”. 

Intertwining the call for mis- 
sions with the need for openness 
to other traditions, the Pope said 
the world had changed in recent 
years, altering “humanity’s an- 
thropological, cultural, social and 
religious framework”. 

“T oday the Church is called to 
face new challenges and stands 
ready for dialogue with different 
cultures and religions, seeking to 
build together with everyone of 
good faith the peaceful fellowship 
of peoples”. 

Following the outdoor Mass, 
President Anfbal Cavaco Silva 
was to bid the Pope farewell at 
Porto Airport from where the 
Pontiff flies back to Rome. 

Festive crowds of thousands 
welcomed Benedict XVI to Por- 
tugal’ s second largest city on Fri- 
day morning on his arrival by heli- 
copter from the central town of 
Fatima, home to the country’s 
holiest shrine of Our Lady of 
Fatima. 

At the shrine Thursday 
evening, the Pope challenged the 
country’s bishops to be “crea- 
tive” in perfecting and finding 
new ways to help the needy. 

The “poverties” that required 
the Church’ s attention, he under- 
lined, included “the lack of a sense 
of life and the absence of hope”. 

He urged the 40 bishops to 
continue their roles as “prophets 
ofjustice and peace” and “defend- 
ers of the inalienable rights of the 
person”. 

Benedict XVI called on Catho- 
lics to be “true witness to Jesus 
Christ” in the middle of a secular 
society, especially in the midst 
of those areas where “the silence 
of faith” was “deepest”: the po- 
litical, intellectual and media 
spheres. 

Earlier, at Our Lady of Fatima 


shrine, the Pontiff reaffirmed the 
Vatican’s opposition to abor- 
tion, divorce and same-sex mar- 
riage in a meeting with church 
social and welfare workers. 

He also celebrated an outdoor 
Mass for up to 400,000 Fatima 
pilgrims with whom he prayed 
for “humanity saddened by mis- 
eries and sufferings”. 

The four-day visit began last 
Tuesday in Lisbon, where the 
Pope also addressed a huge open 
air Mass beside the Tagus River 
and held separate meetings with 
Portugal’s President and Prime 
Minister Jose Socrates. 

The Pope said upon his depar- 
ture that he hoped his four-day 
stay would serve as “an incentive 
for a renewed spiritual and apos- 
tolic impulse”. 

Calling Portugal a “glorious 
nation”, the Pope urged the Por- 
tuguese to remain steadfast in 
their tradition of “Christian hu- 
manism’ ’ at a departure ceremony 
at northern Oporto’s airport 
which was attended by President 
Cavaco Silva, and government 
and church dignitaries . 

In an apparent reference to 
government austerity measures 
announced during his visit, the 
Pontiff called for national “con- 
cord” to face “the challenges with 
common responsibility”. 

In a brief farewell address, 
Cavaco Silva, who attended all the 
high points of the Pope’ s itiner- 
ary, said the visit left Portugal 
“reinvigorated by the message of 
hope and confidence”. 

The President said the Portu- 
guese had found in Benedict XVI 
a per son filled with ‘ ‘human good- 
ness, serene charisma, profound 
thought, and strength of will”, all 
“inspiring signs” for a “time of 
great challenge that we face”.

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EC proposes Estonia 
joins Euro area in 201 1 



The European Commission has issued its 2010 Convergence Report in 
which it assesses progress regarding convergence of countries with 
derogation from Euro area membership, finding that former Soviet 
Union republic Estonia will be readytojointhe Eurocurrency nextyear. 


The EC explains its assess- 
ment takes place against the back- 
ground of the global financial cri- 
sis, which has affected the pros- 
pects for nominal convergence. 

The nine Member States with 
a so-called ‘derogation’ have 
made uneven progress on the road 
to the single currency, and eight 
of them do not yet meet all the 
conditions for euro adoption. 

However, Estonia stands out 
from the group, fulfilling the cri- 
teria deary, as a result of deter- 
mined and efficient efforts by the 
Estonian government and Esto- 
nian people. Therefore, the Com- 
mission concluded that Estonia 
meets the criteria for adopting the 
euro and made a proposal to the 
Council to this effect. 

The Council of EU finance 
ministers (ECOEIN) will take 
the final decision on the adoption 
of the euro in Estonia in July, af- 
ter the Parliament has given its 
opinion and the EU Heads of 
State and Government have dis- 
cussed the subject at their sum- 
mit meeting in June. 

“Estonia has achieved a high 


degree of sustainable economic 
convergence and is ready to adopt 
the euro on 1 January 201 1 . We 
commend Estonia for its long- 
standing commitment to prudent 
policies. To ensure that the adop- 
tion of the euro is a success, Es- 
tonia must pursue its efforts to 
maintain a prudent fiscal policy 
stance, said Olli Rehn, EU Com- 
missioner for Economic and 
Monetary Affairs. 

“Estonia needs also to remain 
vigilant and react early and deci- 
sively in case signs ofa build-up 
of macroeconomic imbalances 
and/or losses of competitiveness 
were to appear. It must now 
speed up its practical prepara- 
tions to ensure that the 
changeover takes place 
smoothly.” 

The Commissioner added: 
“The assessment and our pro- 
posal is also a strong signal about 
the euro area and to the EU more 
broadly. It underpins the role of 
the Euro as medium-term policy 
anchor and confirms that sus- 
tained policy efforts and a long- 
standing record of stability-ori- 


ented policies generate concrete 
results”. 

The nine EU countries cov- 
ered by the Report are Bulgaria, 
the Czech Republic, Estonia, 
Latvia, Lithuania, Hungary, Po- 
land, Romania and Sweden. Ac- 
cording to the Treaty, the Com- 
mission reports every two years 
on the subject. The criteria for 
euro adoption consist of four sta- 
bility-oriented economic condi- 
tions regarding the government 
budgetary position, price stabil- 
ity, exchange rate stability and 
convergence of long-term interest 
rates, which need to be fulfilled 
in a sustainable manner. The na- 
tional legislation on monetary 
affairs must also be in line with 
the EU Treaty.

Intelligent traffic management systemin 

T >1Sll^OTl Lisbon will soon be implementing a new traffic management system, 

which is expected to save drivers 30 percent of their time spent in the 
capital's traffic jams. 


This new technology to be in- 
stalled throughout Lisbon allows 
the system to control the city’ s 
traffic with intelligent networks, 
which in turn controls the 
changeover time of traffic lights . 
Besides the time advantage this 
system brings, it also cuts down 
CO^ emissions considerably. 

Lisbon Council signed a pro- 
tocol with Siemens, the company 
developing the system, onLriday 
for the installation of the intelli- 
gent system network throughout 
the capital. 

Lrancisco Rauter, a Siemens 
traffic solutions specialist, said 
“Using intelligent algorithms for 
control, traffic can be managed. 
This is analysed in real time by 
cameras spread throughout the 
city, which control the traffic 
lights in order to optimize traf- 
fic.” 

This system also assesses traf- 
fic flows at certain times of the 
day, if there are any accidents, 
construction work or other situ- 
ations that might affect traffic. 


This technology is already 
being used in the US A, Germany 
and the United Kingdom, having 
improved waiting times in traffic 
by 30%. The date for the instal- 
lation of this system in Lisbon 
has not yet been set by Siemens, 
although the company disclosed 
it will be soon. 

If these changes are made to- 
gether with the planned switch to 
electric vehicles, the path to im- 
prove the city’s sustainability 


will be set. By 2020, the govern- 
ment hopes that 10% of all vehi- 
cles circulating on Portuguese 
roads will be powered by electric- 
ity, hoping to guarantee a 25% 
reduction of CO^ emissions. 

Another innovative technol- 
ogy that might be put into prac- 
tice in Lisbon are the ELV (Extra 
Low V oltage) traffic lights, which 
work at 48 volts, instead of the 
conventional 200 volts, repre- 
senting huge savings in energy.

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Nightclub association wants illegally licensed venues 
closed during summer 


The Algarve Nightclub Association has said itwill be lodging an injunction to prevent 
"illegally licensed" night venues, funded by local councils, from functioning during the busy 
summer months, claiming they create unfair competition, said Jose Manuel Trigo. 


The Trigonometria and T Club 
owner considers past examples, 
such as Sasha and Manta Beach, 
summer venues subsidized by 
councils during the busy summer 
months, are a clearly robbing tax- 
payers and end up harming busi- 
nessmen who invest thousands 
of euros to keep nightclubs open 
throughout the year in the region. 
Jose Manuel Trigo says this is one 
of the main concerns for nightclub 
owners in the Algarve, with 
longer working hours bars are 
entitled to, and have the obliga- 
tion to employ private security 
also posing a big outlay to night- 
clubs. 

“Nobody can compete 
against a unregulated market” 
said Jose Trigo, who questioned 
“How can I compete against a 
council, or somebody subsi- 
dized by a council, who brings 
in a fantastic DJ that costs 
€40,000 when I can only pay 
two or three thousand?” 


According to him, the exist- 
ence of temporary places like 
Manta Beach or Sasha are ex- 
tremely bad, mainly because 
they are financed with public 
money and they do not comply 
with legal requirements other 
nightclubs are forced to abide 
by. “It’s our taxes that are be- 
ing used to create competition 
with our establishments. This 
is robbery. This can be called 
stealing. Nobody looks at this 
seriously. And then politicians 
say sacrifices must be made” 
criticised the businessman, ex- 
emplifying Louie Council who 
licensed a space at a congress 
centre. 

The nightclub owner said that 
injunctions were filed against 
Manta Beach and Sasha last 
July, but the Courts had just 
begun their holidays and in S ep- 
tember he was told there was no 
point in carrying on with the le- 
gal proceedings. 


“We [the association] de- 
cided we would strike back dur- 
ing this period, with early re- 
quests for injunctions in order 
to win our rights” he said, add- 
ing that the association has held 
meetings with Turismo de Por- 
tugal, Turismo do Algarve, and 
with politicians from several 
parties to voice their concerns. 

The association’ s efforts have 
not been in vain, as it has already 
been able to convince the 
Allgarve organisation to stop 
promoting the AllgarveDance, 
which was supposed to take 
place in three illegal venues, 
Lollypop (Praia Verde, Castro 
Marim), Manta Beach (Manta 
Rota beach, Vila Real de Santo 
Antonio) and Sasha (Praia da 
Rocha, Portimao). 

Now, the association hopes 
to prevent unfair competition 
during the Algarve’s busiest 
season, two months before it 
begins. 


Armed 
robbery in 
Praia da 
Rocha 

Three hooded men 
entered the Plaza Real 
Aparthotel and 
threatened the 
receptionist with a 
firearm last weekend, 
stealing four thousand 
euros from the 
reception's safe. 

Speaking to Lusa 
newsagency, a receptionist 
of the Plaza Real Aparthotel 
explained that the robbery 
took place at around mid- 
night on Friday 14“*, when 
the hotel’s bar was full of 
clients during the karaoke 
night. Maybe it was due to 
the loud noise from the 
karaoke that nobody heard 
the commotion in the recep- 
tion, the men threatening 
the receptionist with a gun 
and demanding she open the 
safe, taking around €4,000.

The robbers had an ac- 
complice waiting in a car 
outside the hotel, but he was 
not filmed by the surveil- 
lance cameras. 

The men have not been 
arrested yet and Judiciary 
Police are investigating the 
case.

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Two tonnes of hashish 
seized in Lagos 


Last Friday Judiciary Police 
announced the arrest of fourteen 
people, having seized around 2,000 
kilos of hashish during a mega- 
operation carried out in Lagos. 


According to Judiciary 
Police, six of the detained in- 
dividuals, aged between 21 
and 42, are foreigners, with 
the other eight being Portu- 
guese. 

The drugs, brought in from 
Morocco, were divided into 
75 parcels, fifty of which 
were found inside a vehicle 
and the others in the trans- 
porting vessel. 

It was the second largest 
drug bust of the year in the 
Algarve, with the biggest tak- 


ing place on May 4'*', when 
four tonnes were seized on 
Figueira beach, in Vila do 
Bispo. 

During the operation, 
named ‘ AUeluia’ , three boats, 
seven vehicles, money and 
several documents were 
seized, as well as the 2,000 ki- 
los of hashish. 

The GNR were aided by 
Spain’s Guardia Civil, the 
Portuguese Navy and Air 
Force for the completion of 
this operation.

Thailand: A 


Close Call

The danger was real enough. 
If the army had used all the force 
it had available in trying to clear 
the thousands of protesters out 
of central Bangkok, which they 
had occupied since mid-March, 
there would have been a mas sa- 
cre. And if hundreds of poor 
peasants (for that’s what most 
of them were) had been killed by 
the army, then it would have 
been trapped in power perma- 
nently. 

If you commit a massacre, 
you HAVE to stay in power. 
Relinquish it, and in a year or two 
you will be facing a court charged 
with heinous crimes . So Thai de- 
mocracy was at stake in Bang- 
kok this week in a most funda- 
mental way. Fortunately, the 
army used much less force than 
it might have when it cleared the 
area on Wednesday (only six 
people killed), and the protest 
leaders avoided further blood- 
shed by surrendering. 

One is tempted to say that this 
demonstrates the basic common 
sense of Thais, except that we 
have just had such vivid demon- 
strations of unreason from the 
very same people. 

Two weeks ago Prime Minis- 
ter Abhisit Vejjajivahad agreed 
to the protesters’ key demand: 


new elections this year. Instead 
of closing the deal, the protest- 
ers insisted that Abhisit also or- 
der the arrest of his deputy 
prime minister for having or- 
dered an earlier attack on their 
encampment in which about 24 
people were killed. 

Abhisit refused, of course - 
and then cancelled his offer of 
elections this year as well. That 
is why another forty people 
were killed in the past two 
weeks, and why democracy in 
Thailand ended up in real dan- 
ger. The obstinacy of both sides 
needlessly prolonged a confron- 
tation that might have ended in 
much blood. It was more by good 
luck than by good judgment that 
the Thais got through this phase 
of the crisis without mass kill- 
ing. 

But there was a lot of killing: 
sixty-odd dead over a period of 
weeks, almost all of them protest- 
ers shot by the army, is certainly 
not a success story. The Thais 
went right to the brink of civil war 
over the past two months , and the 
crisis is not over. Abhisit has 
withdrawn his promise of elec- 
tions this year, and shows no sign 
of reinstating it. 

The “redshirts” who feel 
cheated by the political manipu- 
lations that put Abhisit in power 
have retreated from central B ang- 
kok, but they are still very an- 
gry and they certainly predomi- 
nate in northern and north-east- 
ern Thailand, the country’s ru- 
ral heartland. They could seize 
control of much of it tomorrow, 
if they chose to do so. 

The roots of this crisis are in 
the military coup of 2006, when 
the Thai army overthrew the 
elected government of Thaksin 
Shinawatra. Thaksin, an ex-po- 
liceman who became a telecom- 
munications billionaire, was not 
an ideal prime minister: his “war 
on drugs” involved thousands of 
illegal killings of dealers and ad- 
dicts, and his response to unrest 
in the Muslim-majority far 
south was clumsy and brutal. 
But he endeared himself to Thai- 
land’ s poor. 

Thailand has been a democ- 
racy since 1992, but Thaksin 
was the first politician to appeal 
directly to the interests of the 
rural poor rather than just brib- 
ing their local village headmen to 
deliver their votes. He promised 
them debt relief, cheap loans, 
better health care, and he deliv- 


ered - but that was not how the 
urban elite wanted their tax 
money spent. 

A “yellowshirt” movement 
seized control of the streets of 
Bangkok, seeking Thaksin’ s re- 
moval and demanding curbs on 
the voting rights of peasants be- 
cause most rural people were 
too ignorant to make wise 
choices. After months of con- 
frontation in the streets, the army 
took control in 2006, ejecting 
Thaksin from office - but it was 
not unequivocally on the side of 
the “yellowshirts” either. 

The soldiers allowed a new 
election in late 2007 - and 
Thaksin’s supporters won 
again, of course. His opponents 
used the courts to dismiss two 
prime ministers drawn from the 
pro-Thaksin party for “conflict 
of interest” (in one case because 
the prime minister appeared on 
a television cooking show), and 
ultimately simply had the whole 
party banned and its members 
ejected from parliament. 

The rump of the parliament, 
cleansed of most representa- 
tives of the rural poor, then voted 
in the current prime minister, 
Abhisit Vejjajiva. The 
“redshirts” started their occupa- 
tion of central Bangkok two 
months ago in order to obtain his 
resignation and afresh election. 
They have not changed their de- 
mands, nor is there any good rea- 
son why they should. 

The basic issue in dispute 
here is whether Thailand is really 
a democracy or not. If it is, then 
one way or another the 
“redshirts” must get their way, 
for they represent a clear major- 
ity of Thais, and they were 
cheated of the government they 
chose. But there is no obvious 
way to get from here to there.

Odexpool: Howto choose your 



This would seem fairly simple to 
accomplish. Wrong! I have been told 
manytalesofwoes; about the numer- 
ous poolmen who thoughtthey knew 
what they were doing. 
Not all poolmen have been on a pool 
maintenance course to give them the 
basics of pool maintenance. Its sad 
to say but most of the time it’s going 
to be a trial and error process, mostly 
your trial and their error. 
Recommendations from friends and 
family are about the best way to good 
as long as the pool they own does not 
look a complete mess. They might 
think that the pool looks great but if 
the problem has crept on over a pe- 
riod of time, they might not notice it. 

Options for getting your new 
poolman: You can either try and ob- 
tain one from your local big name 
store (they usually have poolmen 
contacts who buy supplies from 
them) as they will only recommend 
reliable people in order to keep their 
reputation or you can speak to local 
small company stores. 

Beware of a high turnover of 
poolmen: in a small company it’s not 
normally a good sign for you. You 
could end up with the oldest mem- 
ber with the biggest work load. Not a 
good idea. There are many reasons 
why a company would have a high 


turnover of employees: The owner of 
the pool company overworks his em- 
ployees, forcing them to work quicker, 
which in turn causes them to do a bad 
job. The owner of the company is too 
cheap to spend money on chemicals 
to do the job right the first time, forcing 
the poolman to have a more difficult 
time. Instead of nailing the problem 
the first time round, two or three at- 
tempts are needed and this tends to 
get old very fast if you’re the poolman 
who gets the complaints. Poolman 
started in the winter and summer ar- 
rives and it gets too hot for him. 
Poolman gets overloaded with work, 
asksfora pay riseand then quits when 
he does not get one. Owner fires 
Poolman for doing a bad job or no job 
atall. This happens when your pool has 
gone green, yelloworblackwith algae, 
have seen pinkalgaebutitisvery rare. 
The best time to hire your poolman is 
during fall orwinter, as it is then you can 
judge his ability best. If you have lots of 
plantsand trees around your pool, give 
him some leniency as he is going to 
have a hard time keeping it spotless. 
Green areas around the pool gener- 
ally means a green oryellow pool in the 
summer and dirty in the winter. If you 
keep your trees trimmed and cut back 
the shrubs it will mean a happier 
Poolman and a happier you.

Misleading information 
provided byTAP 
airlines 

Like many other airline 
travelers I was recently affected 
by the volcanic ash cloud. I was 
scheduled to travel from Earo to 
Lyon via Lisbon on 1 1 May by 
TAP. My ticket had been booked 
through a travel agent in the Al- 
garve. Before departing from my 
home I checked the T AP web site 
and it showed no cancellations 
for 11 * but many the day before 
( 1 0“') . I contacted the general in- 
formation desk at Laro airport by 
telephone and they advised that 
the Laro to Lisbon flight had been 
cancelled, but advised I should 
nevertheless go to the airport. On 
arrival it was confirmed by TAP 
agent that the flight had been can- 
celled and I could reschedule at no 
extra charge. 

I contacted my travel agent 
later the same day and tried to 
book the same flights one week 
later and was informed that T AP 
would charge an extra Euro 100 
for the price of this ticket. If I 
wished to cancel the booking I 
would not be entitled to a refund 
but instead to a credit receipt to 
use for booking a future TAP 
flight. 

I then checked the TAP (Eng- 
lish) website and it stated the fol- 
lowing under “volcanic ash 
cloud”. “TAP is not charging any 
kind of penalty for flight reser- 
vation cancelled as a result of the 
ash cloud”. “If you booked 
through a travel agent, you 
should contact the travel agent 
and they will alter your flights 
and dates at no extra cost”. 


Thirdly it states under refunds 
that “any form of recompense can 
only be made as a result of flights 
cancelled because of the ash 
cloud”. 

This issue was taken up with 
TAP who stated that these were 
their rules. However when I 
checked the TAP website a few 
hours later although the link to 
“volcanic ash clouds” was still 
there the content had been re- 
moved. 

I feel that the above informa- 
tion provided by TAP on their 
website was misleading and 
would welcome a statement from 
the airline.

Marriage! 


Classed asa mental illness by the World Health 
Organisation until as recently as 1990 and a crime in 
Portugal until 1982, homosexualitythis week 'won' 
another battle when same sex unions were given the 
thumbs up by a hesitant president here in Portugal. 


Keeping a pledge made in its 
election manifesto late last year, 
the socialist government forced 
through a bill in Eebruary allow- 
ing persons of the same sex to 
enter into a legally binding union, 
needing only a presidential 
rubberstamp of approval - 
which it took over three months 
to receive. 

Addressing the nation onMon- 
day evening, conservative Presi- 
dent Cavaco Silva grimly an- 
nounced that he would not veto 
same sex marriages, not because 
he was in favour of it, instead as 
it was in the best interests of a 
country in turmoil. 

In addition, while the presi- 
dent enjoys a veto right, it essen- 
tially only serves to stall legisla- 
tion which enj oy s a parhamentary 
majority, as a second round of 
voting in parliament would over- 
rule any presidential veto. 

Unlike Britain, Germany, 
Prance or even Denmark - the first 
country in the world to legalise 
gay unions, Portugal has opted to 
award homosexuals similar rights 
to their heterosexual counter- 
parts. 

However, these countries all 
chose not to call these unions a 
‘marriage’ . 

President Silva, in announcing 
to the nation his decision to not 
stand in the way of gay marriages 
in Portugal, used other European 
nations as an example, lamenting 
that lawmakers in Lisbon had not 
found a solution similar to those 
applied in the United Kingdom 
or Prance. 

In his address to the nation, the 
president also cautioned that the 
manner in which the law was 
forced through could create deep 
divisions amongst his country- 
men. 

“It is regrettable that there 
was no will to find broad politi- 
cal consensus amongst parties to 
avoid unnecessary splits in Por- 
tuguese society”, he said. 

“Only in seven countries in the 
world is the union between two 
people of the same sex defined as 
a marriage and of the 27 European 
Union member states, only four 
apply this principal” he la- 
mented, adding that Portugal 
could easily have passed abill not 
equating homosexual and hetero- 
sexual unions. 

“I don’ t think that anyone can 
honestly say that the United 
Kingdom, Germany, Prance, 
Switzerland or Denmark are 
backward countries”, he said in 
explaining his desire that homo- 
sexuals not be given the same civil 
rights as unions of opposite 
sexes. 

The bill that was promulgated 
this week by Cavaco Silva was 
based on a decree presented to 
parliament in Eebruary by the 
socialists who received the back- 
ing of the Left Bloc, Communists 
and the Greens. 

The Christian Democrats 


voted against the proposal while 
the largest opposition party, the 
Social Democrats allowed MPs 
to vote independently of the 
party line, resulting in six absten- 
tions and the remainder all vot- 
ing against. 

Two socialist MPs also voted 
against the bill. 

In comments to Lusa News 
Agency, the Church reacted nega- 
tively to the passing of the legis- 
lation, sharing views similar to 
those expressed by the president. 

Archbishop Jorge Ortiga, 
president of the Portuguese 
Episcopal Conference said 
“other solutions” should have 
been sought - namely, civil un- 
ions. 

He blamed left-wing political 
parties for not “considering, 
among several options, the one 
that would bring the smallest 
amount of conflict or the one that 
would be most widely accepted’ ’ . 

In his view that would have 
been same-sex civil unions. “This 
would have allowed [same sex 
couples] to have their rights”, 
Ortiga said, “just as happens in 
many European countries - ad- 
vanced ones, too”. 

“The Church does not dis- 
criminate against anybody, and 
we’re fully convinced that these 
people’s [gays and lesbians] situ- 
ation could have been settled in a 
different manner”, Ortiga added. 

The government has mean- 
while said this week’ s decision by 
the president was an “historic” 
event 

“Our country has been a pio- 
neer in decisive human rights is- 
sues such as the abolition of the 
death penalty”, said Jorge Lacao, 
the Minister of Parliamentary 
Affairs. 

“It is not a problem, quite the 
contrary, that Portugal can be a 
pioneer in the defence of human 
rights, in matters relating to the 
defence of human dignity, in the 
development of each one’s per- 
sonality and in the fight against 
discrimination, namely those 
based on sexual orientation”, said 
the minister. 

Gay and lesbian groups, while 
praising the passing of the legis- 
lation, and bearing in mind the 
government’ s comments that it 
was a “pioneer in human rights”, 
said the next struggle would now 
shift towards allowing adoptions 
by gay couples, which is cur- 
rently expressly excluded from 
the legislation. 

Another issue to be dealt with 
is what rights can be enjoyed by 
the ‘wife’ of a lesbian mother who 
has a child after a same sex mar- 
riage. 

Meanwhile, the Ministry of 
Justice said this week notaries 
will be prepared to deal with the 
intricacies of ‘marrying’ two 
people of the same sex. Grooms 
or brides will also be allowed to 
assume the name of their partner 
or retain their own.

Historical re-enactments in 
Iberia now in English 


Twenty travellers set off for 
the little known wine producing 
area of Galicia in the northwest- 
ern corner of Spain, staying at 
their lovely boutique hotel Rua 
Vilar in Santiago de Compostela. 

Santiago is the capital city of 
the Galician province. Following 
the discovery of the tomb of the 
Apostle James in the early 9'*' 
century, the location became, and 
is still, one of Christendom’s 
most important pilgrimage des- 
tinations. But equally important 
for the Wine Society was the lo- 
cation near Santiago of some ex- 
tremely good wineries. 

Next day the group visited the 
magnificent Adega of Pazo de 
Senorans in the white wine region 
of the coastal area of Rias Baixas, 
where the albarino grape domi- 
nates . Pazo de Senorans is widely 
regarded as producing Spain’s 
finest dry white wine. After a 
tapas lunch in Cambados the 
smaller AdegaZarate was toured. 
The following day was reserved 
for sightseeing in Santiago visit- 
ing the beautiful and inspiring ca- 


thedral, a museum and the Gal- 
lery of Modern Art. In the 
evening dinner was in Santiago’ s 
best restaurant, the Michelin 
starred Casa Marcelo, where its 
renowned chef Marcelo Tejedor 
served up a most memorable 
meal. The group visited the very 
old wine producing area of the 
Ribeira Sacre next day, which 
was originally cultivated by the 
Romans. The scenery, with its 
steep, terraced slopes, was just 
spectacular. The red and white 
wines of the Adegas Ponte da 
Boga and Algueira, mainly using 
the mencia grape, were discov- 
ered. The party returned the fol- 
lowing day.

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Cleaning out your PC ^ 


There comes a time when virtually every 
computer user wishes to delete everything 
from their PC because it has become a mess. 


Preparation 

Deleting everything from 
your PC is an irreversible proc- 
ess. Therefore, it is always 
wise that you back up impor- 
tant data such as browser set- 
tings, favorites and other set- 
tings as well as important files 
(audio, video, photos and 
documents) before starting the 
delete process. 

If you use dial-up internet, 
be sure you know your ISP’s 
dial-up number, username and 
the password. Similarly, look 
for all the content on your disk 
that you do not want to loose 
and back it up. 

You can use Outlook Ex- 
press’ s Import/Export feature 
to download email messages 
and contacts onto a separate 
backup disk. 

Microsoft Outlook Express, 
the default email client for Win- 
dows versions prior to Vista, 
is designed to make it easier to 
manage your email accounts . In 
particular, it is easy to backup 
and restore Outlook Express 
email messages and other data 
in the event that it is acciden- 
tally erased. These email 
backup files can later be re- 
stored entirely or selectively. 

How to Backup and Re- 
store Outlook Express Data 

1. Launch Microsoft 
Outlook Express. Click the 
Tools button located at the top 
of the window. Select Options 
from the Tools menu that 
opens. 

2. Click on the Mainte- 
nance tab from the Options 
menu. Select the Store 
Folder. Next, you’ll select the 
folder location and then use the 
[Ctrl + C] keys to copy the 
folder’s pathname. 

3. Click on the Cancel 
button twice to close out of the 
dialog box. 

4. Click on the Start but- 
ton in the bottom left-hand cor- 
ner of your screen. Click Run 
in the Start menu that opens. 

5. Click in the text field 
and then hit the [Ctrl + V] keys 
on your keyboard. This will 
paste the previously copied 
folder location. 

6. Click OK, which will 
display the contents of the 
folder location. At the top of 
the screen, click on the Edit 
button, and then click Select 
All. Next, click on Edit again 
and then select Copy. Now 
close the window. 

7. Create a folder on your 
backup hard drive, in a location 
of your choice, which will con- 
tain you’re mail backup. Dou- 
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ble-click on the folder and then 
click on the Edit button. Click 
Paste. This will copy all of 
your Outlook Express mes- 
sages to the new backup 
folder. Y ou are done ! 

How to Restore Outlook 
Express Data 

1. Open Outlook Ex- 
press. Click on File and then 
select Import from the 
dropdown menu. 

2. Select Messages, 
which opens the Select Pro- 
gram window. 

3 . Check the radio button 
that is labeled Import mail 
from an OE6 store directory 
and then click OK. 

4. Select Browse and then 
locate the back-up folder that 
you created. Click OK and 
then click Next. 

5. Click on All Folders 
and then click Next to begin the 
process of restoring the backed 
up data. Once this procedure 
has completed successfully 
you are done! 

Removing Everything in- 
cluding Windows 

Has Windows become very 
slow and unresponsive causing 
you lots of headaches? Don’t 
worry, it happens. The best 
option might be to delete eve- 
rything from your PC and re- 
install the operating system 
from scratch. 

If you wish to delete every- 
thing from a non-system par- 
tition, you can format it, or 
you can manually delete every 
folder. To format a non- system 
partition, open My Computer, 
right-click the partition you 
want to format (i.e. Partition D: 
or E: or other) and select Eor- 
mat. In the new window that 
opens, press Start to format 
the partition. To delete every 
folder manually, select each of 
them and press the Delete but- 
ton. If you have decided to get 
rid of everything from your 
Windows partition (The sys- 
tem partition), you must for- 
mat it. To do this, complete the 
following steps: 

Windows Vista and 
Windows? 

Get a Windows Vista/Win- 
dows 7 setup DVD and boot up 
your system with it. The Win- 
dows setup will walk you 
through many options until 
you get to the screen where you 
are asked to choose which par- 
tition to put Vista/Windows 7 
on. To format the drive, just 
click the button at the bottom 
right that says Drive Options 
(Advanced) and select Eormat. 

Windows XP 

To format Windows XP, 
boot your computer with the 
Windows XP setup CD and af- 
ter some time, a blue screen 
will appear. There will be a box 
showing all available drives and 
the partitions that exist on 
them. Use Up and Down keys 
to highlight C: partition and 
then press D to delete the par- 
tition. When the next screen 
appears, press L to complete 
the deletion procedure. You 
will be taken back to the main 
blue screen and in place of C:, 
an Unpartitioned Space value 
will be shown. Again, using the 



Up and Down arrow keys, se- 
lect this and then press C to 
create a new partition. In the 
next screen, you will be able to 
enter a partition size. You will 
then be taken back to the main 
screen and this time a “C: Par- 
tition! [New (Raw)]value” 
will be shown instead. High- 
light this and press Enter. The 
next screen will let you choose 
the file system, highlight your 
choice and press Enter to start 
the process of formatting your 
partition. 

How to Delete Everything 
except Windows 

If you want to remove eve- 
rything on your PC except 
Windows and have plenty of 
spare time to do this job, the 
Windows Add/Remove Pro- 
grams feature is the best op- 
tion. Add/Remove Programs 
allows you to uninstall every 
program on your computer one 
by one. This will be time con- 
suming, but will allow you to 
leave Windows intact. 

To remove individual pro- 
grams from the Add/Remove 
Program feature: 

1. Go to Windows Con- 
trol Panel 

2. Double-click Add/Re- 
mo ve Programs . A list of all in- 
stalled programs on the com- 


puter will be shown. 

3. Select the program you 
wish to remove and then press 
the Remove button. Windows 
will start uninstalling the se- 
lected program. 

4. Repeat step three for 
each program until nothing is 
left in the list 


Using Windows Add/Re- 
move Programs to remove soft- 
ware from your computer 
takes a lot of time but it is the 
safest way to remove programs 
while keeping Windows and its 
settings, as well as all Windows 
device drivers in place. 

Windows Add/Remove Pro- 
grams can remove almost 
every installed program on 
your computer, but there still 
could be some programs sitting 
on your computer that are not 
shown in the Add/Remove 
Programs List. These pro- 
grams must be removed manu- 
ally. 

There is no special method 
for manual removal of pro- 
grams. It requires you to ex- 
plore each partition of your 
hard disk drive and manually 


delete every folder except for 
Windows, Documents and Set- 
tings (Users Eolder in Vista and 
Windows 7) and Program Piles. 

Individuals wanting a 
quicker solution can use Win- 
dows System Restore. Al- 
though this method will not 
remove anything from your 
PC, it will restore your compu- 
ter to a past date when there 
where fewer programs on your 
computer. To use System Re- 
store, go to the Start menu -> 
All Programs -> Accessories - 
> System Tools and select Sys- 
tem Restore. When the System 
Restore window opens, 
choose Restore My Computer 
to an Earlier Time and click 
Next.

Back to the wild 


Thecredit crunch may be over, but concerns about our 
environment remain in full swing, which explains why many of 
the 33 show gardens at this year's RHS Chelsea Flower Show in 
the UK are taking wildlife or biodiversity as their theme. 


For many gardeners across the 
globe their ‘Nervana’ is the Chel- 
sea Flower Show and of course, 
the Royal Horticultural Society’s 
flagship show will, as always, in- 
clude the weird and the wonder- 
ful. This year, visitors will see a 
huge floral Chinook ‘hovering’ in 
the Great Pavilion and fake grass 
will be laid for the first time. And 
the most expensive garden ever 
created at Chelsea, The Ace of 
Diamonds garden, costing a cool 
£20 million and featuring jewels 
including a £lm peony- shaped 
ring withpink and green gems, will 
no doubt attract attention. 

But there’s also a big wildlife 


theme at this year’ s event, with 
much more serious undertones. 
Show gardens include a bee- 
friendly plants courtyard garden, 
a sustainable highland garden, an 
RHS biodiversity display and the 
Bradstone biodiversity garden. 

The RHS is marking the 2010 
United Nations’ International 
Year of Biodiversity at the show 
by highlighting that gardens have 
an important role to play in help- 
ing to slow down the global de- 
cline of biodiversity, yet are in- 
creasingly threatened by devel- 
opment. 

Its display will show that gar- 
dens are the world’ s biggest wild- 


hfe reserve, highhghting that they 
have a greater density of bumble- 
bee nests than any other habitat 
and what we can do to help wild- 
life in our outside spaces. 

Guy Barter, head RHS advi- 
sor, explains: “Any garden, 
whether contemporary or more 
traditional, is full of living organ- 
isms and is remarkably rich com- 
pared to other environments, 
such as some kinds of modern 
farmland. 

“Diversity in garden types and 
styles, taken with other nearby 
features, railways, canals or 
parks for example, provide the 
range of habitats that make urban

Stick to the old-fash- 
ioned, single varieties that 
haven’t been too hybridised, as 
bees find it difficult to extract the 
pollen from most double-flow- 
ered types. Plate-like flowers 
such as asters, Michaelmas dai- 
sies and rudbeckia are all great for

Chelsea with us this year? There 
are those gardeners who will 
groan at the thought of leaving 
untidy nettle beds or log piles to 
attract butterflies and hedgehogs 
to an otherwise beautifully or- 
dered plot. But there are things 
you can do to help biodiversity 
and keep your open space look- 
ing its best, even if you have the 
most formal of gardens. 

Many brightly coloured and 
scented flowers are a magnet to 
pollinating insects. Think of di- 
vine low hedges of lavender, beau- 


pollinating insects. 

Install a water feature - it 
doesn’t have to be a huge pond - 
and soon you will have frogs, birds 
and other creatures visiting it. 

Plant mixed hedges such as 
hawthorn, yew and field maple 
to attract wildlife, while berried 
shrubs will be a magnet for birds .

Princess Cruise to Hawaii

Roger Watkins discovers the beautiful 
and magical island of Hawaii and revels 
in the traditional Aloha Spirit. 



I t was similar to a scene 
from Moby Diek: 50 pairs 
of expeetant eyes strained 
against the afternoon sun 
to sean the oeean for 360 
degrees around our 70ft 
eatamaran - its engine quite silent. 
No one spoke and the tension 
mounted as seeonds tieked by. 
Then: “There he blows, elose at 
three o’ eloek!” 

The ery from the wheelhouse 
triggered an expeetant rush to the 
port side to witness the telltale 
spout of water. Without 
warning, a huge knobble-headed 
humpbaek whale broke surface 
and soared into the air, water 
streaming from its flanks. 

For a moment this magnifieent 


40-ton beast hung there, glinting 
in the sunlight, before plunging 
baek into the oeean with a tremen- 
dous splash. 

On our boat the clicking of 
cameras was drowned by a eheer 
that put seabirds to sudden flight. 
What a thrill - and to think this 
experienee was in the same streteh 
of water that inspired author 
Herman Melville to write Moby 
Diek in 1851. 

For we were on a two-hour 
whale-watehing eruise in the bay 
off Lahaina, the eharming eapital 
of the beautiful Hawaiian island 
of Maui - to where the hump- 
baeks have migrated 3,500 miles 
from Alaska to mate sinee long 
before Melville arrived in the 
1840s. 

It was a highlight of our eruise 
to Ameriea’s 50th state whose 
eight main islands, 2,400 miles 
fromtheirnearestneighbours, are 
the remotest pareels of land on 
Earth. 

There are few plaees more ex- 
otie to see on a 14-day eruise. 
Hawaii is a beautiful and magieal 
plaee - eombining its traditional 
Aloha Spirit with the spruee ef- 
fieieney of Ameriea. 

Although flights to and from 
Los Angeles - where the eruise 
embarks - take 10 to 11 hours 
depending on headwinds winds, 
a pre-eruise night in LA adjusts 
the body eloeks. 

We took a two-hour eoaeh tour 
of downtown Los Angeles, 
Beverly Hills and Hollywood 
ending in a teatime departure on 
Golden Prineess - one of Prin- 
cess’s 17-strong fleet. 

Refitted in 2009, this 109,000- 
ton ship has 13 deeks and an 
amazing glass- walled room atop 
the stem with speetaeular views 
from both sides. At night, as a 
diseo, it is a heaving bubble in the 
sky. 

After four days at sea, our first 
port of eall was Hilo, eapital of 
the Big Island ofHawaii and home 
to two voleanoes. One of them, 
Mauna Loa, is the highest moun- 
tain on earth, measuring 30,000ft 
from the seabed to its summit. A 
trip to the 13, 796ft peak- above 
the water - is one of more than 20 
tours on this island, ranging from 
69 dollars to 279 dollars for aheli- 
eopter ride. 

Next day we reaehed what 
some saw as the Meeea of the 
whole emise: the island of Oahu 
and the state eapital, Honolulu 
with its magnifieent Waikiki 
beaeh. 

So many movies have been 
shot here that it seems familiar. 
We dutifully photographed the 
narrow, roek-strewn beaeh 
where Burt Laneaster and 
Deborah Kerr daringly frolieked 
in the surf in From Here T o Eter- 
nity. 

A must on Oahu is the pilgrim- 
age to Pearl Harbor and the 
sunken US S Arizona - a poignant 
war grave. As we know from Ha- 
waii Five 0 and Magnum PI, 
Honolulu is a faseinating eity 
eombining age-old Polynesian 
eulture with modem eommereial- 
ism. Grab some time ashore after 
dark before the ship sails. 

Our next stop, Kauai, also 


seemed familiar from films such 
as SouthPacific, Raiders Of The 
Lost Ark and Jurassie Park. Its 
fairytale beauty is stunning. 

T ake a seenie drive to W aimea 
Canyon - seeond only to the 
Grand Canyon. You will be 
bowled over by its magnifieenee 
from a 3,400ft viewpoint. 

Try, also, to view the green- 
fringed eormgated mountain wil- 


derness oftheNaPali eoast from 
the sea: one of the world’s most- 
wonderful natural beauties. 

Helieopter tours, from 269 
dollars, are hardly cheap but an 
exeellent way to see the sights 
effieiently. 

If whale-watehing on Maui is 
not for you, Prineess offers 21 
other tours on this beautiful is- 
land. Other main islands of

Molokai and Lanai, though not 
on our itinerary, are just as re- 
warding. 

Of course, the long 2,500-mile 
voyage to the Hawaiian Islands 
might not suit those who like 
cruising mainly at night. 

But there is plenty to do in a 
packed shipboard programme: 
deck and pool games, plus lec- 
tures and dance classes including 
the hula. Quizzes, art auctions 
and the popular Scholarship 
@Sea programme with topics 
from Hawaiian culture to creative 
photography are also on offer. 

Even with 2,700 passengers 
on board. Golden Princess has 
oodles of space for relaxing in the 
sun. More exclusive is the Sanc- 
tuary where, for a surcharge, you 
chill out in what looks remark- 
ably like a Bedouin tent.

• Brush teeth twice daily with 
fluoride toothpaste. 

• Visit the dentist regularly, 
as often as they recommend. 

• Cut down on how often you 
have sugary snacks or drinks. 

The BDHF has found that 
those people who believe 
they’re brushing their teeth for 
the recommended two minutes 
are actually brushing for only 
5 6 seconds , and as many as 1 3 % 
of people brush once a day or 
less. 

In addition, a third have never 
flossed their teeth, and more 
than seven in 10 eat sugary 
foods at least once day. 

Such people may need to 
change their habits, and see a 
dentist regularly. 

According to the NHS, peo- 
ple that have never had gum dis- 
ease and have good oral health 
may only need a dental check- 
up once a year, or possibly 
every two years. But those 
with a history of oral disease 
need more frequent visits, per- 
haps as often as every three 
months. 

However, as many as four in 
10 people (43%) admit to 
putting off visiting their dentist 
due to the expense. 

Charges vary widely across 
the country, and are obviously 


much cheaper for those lucky 
enough to find an NHS dentist. 

But any cost should be 
weighed against the fact that 
dental health problems have 
been linked to more serious 
general health problems. 

Carter says: “New scientific 
evidence of systemic links be- 
tween oral health and overall 
body health continues to 
mount. Gum disease has been 
linked to diabetes, strokes and 
pregnancy problems as well as 
heart disease, so it’s vital to 
look after oral hygiene. 

“Almost all of us suffer from 
gum disease at some point in 
our lives, but it’ s easy to con- 
trol it and prevent serious 
risks.” 

Dentist Eddie Coyle, clini- 
cal director of Oasis Dental 
Care, which has 182 dental 
practices in England, Wales 
and Northern Ireland, says 
people need a good partnership 
both with their dentist and 
their toothbrush to maintain 
good oral health. 

“Having a good relationship 
with your toothbrush tends to 
be a reasonable starting point. 

“There also needs to be a 
good partnership between the 
patient and the dental team - it 
lets the patient understand

Y our smile is one of the first 
things people notice, so it’ s vi- 
tal to keep it looking bright and 
healthy. 

Y et new research reveals that 
Britons are nonchalant about 
the state of their teeth. Six out 
of 10 people have no concerns 
about their dental health, de- 
spite the fact that more than half 
of adults suffer from teeth and 
gum problems. 

This lack of concern about 
dental health is why the British 
Dental Health Foundation 
(BDHF) - who carried out the 
research with Listerine - are urg- 
ing people to look after their 
teeth and keep them for life as 
part of this year’s National 
Smile Month Teeth4Life cam- 
paign, which runs from May 1 6 
to June 16. 

Dr Nigel Carter, chief execu- 
tive of the BDHF, says: “When 
the first ever Smile campaign 
was launched more than 35 
years ago, one in three people 
over the age of 16 had no teeth 
at all. 

“Fortunately, these days the 
situation is a much happier one. 
Most of us expect to keep our 
teeth for life and indeed do so. 

“National Smile Month is all 
about educating people on how 
to make the best of their smile.” 

However, while the oral 
health situation is indeed hap- 
pier and gives us all more to smile 
about, just 1 2 years ago as many 
as 13% ofUK adults had lost all 
their natural teeth. 

With 28% of today’s UK 
population wearing dentures, 
the BDHF believes people 
should pay more attention to 
their oral hygiene than they cur- 
rently do.

what’s wrong, where their 
mouth’s at and what the treat- 
ment options are.” 

He says that six-monthly den- 
tal check-ups are “a myth from 
times gone by”, when in fact 
check-ups should be based on 
individual need. 

Parents are advised to take 
children to the dentist as early 
as possible, not necessarily to 
have a dental examination but so 
they can see what the surgery’ s 
like and parents can get advice 


about diet and toothbrushing for 
them. 

As for toothbrushing, he ad- 
vises people to aim for at least 
two minutes, and to choose the 
brush that’ s right for them with 
the help of their dental team. 

“Many people regard electric 
toothbrushes as some sort of 
magic wand. But you still have 
to put it on the right surface at 
the right angle and with the right 
pressure to do the right job. 

“So there are many individu-

als who find a good manual tech- 
nique just as effective.” 

Another important way of 
looking after your teeth is look- 
ing after what goes in your 
mouth. 

“It’s not how much sweet 
stuff you have, it’ s how often you 
have it,” says Coyle. 

If you have a “sweet episode”, 
the mouth takes around an hour 
to recover from the resulting 
higher acidity levels, which can 
cause dental decay. 

So it’ s best to eat sweet things 
around mealtimes, if possible, be- 
cause they’ 11 probably already in- 
clude a “sweet episode”. 

Coyle, 41, says it’s also best 
to try to limit foods which have 


sugars or hidden sugars in them, 
such as fizzy drinks or tomato 
sauce, and be careful with natu- 
rally occurring sugars found in 
things like raisins or fruit juices. 

“This is where dentistry ver- 
sus medical advice will some- 
times come into conflict, because 
what’ s neces sarily good for your 
teeth isn’t always necessarily 
good for that individual patient. 

“So if you’ re having healthier 
snacks, just becareful - watch out 
for anything to excess, it could be 
a problem.” 

Coyle also points out that peo- 
ple should always remember that 
cleaning between the teeth is as 
important as cleaning the teeth 
themselves.

Lisa Salmon 
looks at the weird, wonderful and sometimes weary world of parenting. 


The 13 -year-old has been re- 
vived on four separate occa- 
sions after his severe asthma 
caused two cardiac arrests and 
two respiratory arrests, and his 
mum Kim lives in fear that next 
time he might not be so “lucky”. 

His condition requires 
prompt action if he’s having a 
severe attack - yet a new 
Asthma UK survey has found 
that 88% of UK adults wouldn’t 
be confident about helping a 
child having an asthma attack. 

In addition, three quarters of 
teachers in England don’t feel 
confident about what to do if a 
child in their class has an asthma 
attack, according to another 
survey of 1 ,600 teachers across 
England conducted in February 
2009 and released by Asthma 
UK. 

Such a lack of confidence led 
to the death of 1 1 -year-old Sam 
Linton, who had an asthma at- 
tack at school in December 2007. 

An inquest into his death in 
March this year heard that the 
school staff lacked vital train- 
ing on how to recognise an 
asthma attack, and Sam died 
after being left in a corridor for 
several hours. 

Sam’s story terrifies Kim, 
and her fear is not eased by the 
Asthma UK survey findings. 

She says : “I know that Lloyd 
could die - we’ve nearly lost him 
on a number of occasions, de- 
spite the best care possible. 

“People just don’t know 
what to do - with asthma, the 
action you can take is very sim- 
ple, and can be life-saving. 

“But even if people do know 
to give an asthmatic their medi- 
cine, in an emergency they 
worry, or they forget, or think 
they’re giving too much. 

“Dial 1 12 if you’ve got any 
doubts at all.” 

The lack of public awareness 
about asthma is particularly 
worrying when you take into 


account the fact that asthma is 
the most common long-term 
condition in UK children, af- 
fecting more than a million of 
them. 

A child is admitted to a UK 
hospital as a result of the con- 
dition every 1 9 minutes, and the 
equivalent of a classroom of 
children die from asthma every 
year. 

Neil Churchill, Asthma 
UK’s chief executive, says: 
“The complacency that exists 
about asthma in the UK is 
shocking and dangerous and 
cannot continue. 

“Every member of the pub- 
lic needs to know the signs of 
worsening asthma and what 
steps to take if someone suffers 
an asthma attack. 

“Not acting quickly enough 
can result in needless deaths 
that shatter lives.” 

Typical symptoms of 
asthma include wheezing, 
coughing, shortness of breath 
and feeling like you’ve got a 
tight chest. 

Asthma nurse specialist 


Erica Evans says that during an 
asthma attack it’s likely that 
these symptoms will become 
much worse. 

It’ s a serious sign if the asth- 
matic has difficulty speaking. 

“In situations like this you 
should make sure they take two 
puffs of their reliever inhaler 
(usually blue),” she explains. 

“If there’s no immediate im- 
provement, continue to get 
them to take one puff of their 
inhaler every minute for five 
minutes, or until symptoms 
improve. 

“If they don’t improve, or 
you’re in doubt, call 1 12 or a 
doctor urgently and continue to 
get them to take one puff of 
their reliever inhaler every 
minute until help arrives.” 

Asthma UK says the major- 
ity of life-threatening asthma 
attacks could be avoided 
through better routine asthma 
management and the use of per- 
sonal asthma action plans. 

Lloyd, who lives in Oxford, 
has such a plan, which details 
his medication, how to tell 


when he’s getting worse, and 
what to do. 

Those with a plan are four 
times less likely to suffer a se- 
rious asthma attack requiring 
hospital treatment. 

Research scientist Kim, 49, 
has regularly gone through the 
plan with teachers at Lloyd’s 
school, and he can only go on 
typical teen events such as 
sleepovers if they’re with a 
family that lives very close, and 
they’re aware of the plan. 

Kim says: “It’s very fright- 
ening to have been where 
Lloyd’s been. 

“But he’s seen children in 
hospital much worse off than 
himself, and he thinks of him- 
self as lucky because he can 
move on from it. 

“But I’ve always wondered 
if our luck’ s going to run out next 
time. 

“When people say asthma 
kills, I just think yes it can, and 
it can creep up on you. 

“But the bulk of asthma 
deaths are so preventable, if 
people just knew what to do.” 
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Lisa Haynes advises to go to longer 
lengths in this season's must-have 
maxi.

Rothwell tells Becky Seales about his new range of bagged salads and 
why stroking your lettuces isthe key to producing better leaves.

Eat shoots and 
leaves 


In many fridges, "salad" used 
to mean flavourless iceberg let- 
tuce and a tomato or two, but a 
quick scan of the supermarket 
shelves will now reveal as many 
as 25 different bagged salads on 
offer for the discerning leaf- 
lover. 

The main UK supermarkets 
sell a staggering 334 million bags 
of salad per year. So what turned 
salad from a cottage industry into 
a £400m (€469m) a year busi- 
ness? 

Steve Rothwell, a farmer and 
self-declared "leaf boffin" with a 
PhD in Watercress from Bath 
University, has watched demand 
for leaves explode since the 
1970s, when supermarkets first 
began to sell lettuce in bags. 

He believes the convenience of 
bagged salad was the key to its 
early popularity: "In the 1970s, 
supermarket produce counters 
were just a jumble of tired-look- 
ing whole-head lettuce, a 'help- 
yourselves' sort of affair. But in 
1976 Britain had a long, hot sum- 
mer, and when watercress was 
launched in bags it flew off the 
shelves. I think that started what 
became a massive trend; people 
picking up something that was 
more consumer-friendly. " 

Steve says that shoppers rel- 
ished buying salad that could be 
eaten straight from the bag with- 
out the need for chopping or 
washing, so during the 1980s and 
1990s the market continued to 
expand. Consumers began to pay 
more attention to flavour, buy-

ing into new types of leaf such as 
baby spinach or rocket, which 
was championed by Delia Smith. 

Today, there is another con- 
cern which motivates shoppers' 
choices, and that is the impact 
their food has on the environment. 

Steve's Leaves (www. Steves 
leaves.co.uk) is the only salad 
producer compliant with the 
Conservation Grade scheme, 
whose stringent protocols re- 
quire farmers to set aside 10 per 
cent of their land for conservation 
purposes. While this is impres- 
sive, Steve admits he has yet to 
solve the main environmental 
problem raised by bagged salads 
- the bags can't usually be recy- 
cled. 

Thankfully, Steve believes a 
compostable salad-bag could be 
just around the corner: "We've 
had trials going for two years, 
using a starch-based material to 
create a biodegradable bag. I 
would say it's possible within a 
year or so, it's just about finding 
something that ticks all the boxes 
in terms of fitness for purpose 
and safety." 

Like ice-cream, salad inevita- 
bly sells better in hot weather. 
People buy 50-60 per cent more 
during the sununer, and with fore- 
casters predicting above-average 
temperatures this year, bags 
could be set to fly off the shelves 
the way they did in 1976. 

Steve expects the football 
World Cup to encourage custom- 
ers, too: "They'll be sat in front 
of the tellie, a lot of people round, 
pizza and beer - and then having 
some salad because either their 
wives are worried about their 
health, or they are!" 

So if you're a recent salad con- 
vert, how should you distinguish 
between the huge array of op- 


tions, every bag promising supe- 
rior flavour, colour or organic cre- 
dentials? It depends if you're 
prioritising taste, novelty or 
health benefits. Steve hopes to 
cover each of these bases with his 
own range of salads, recently 
launched as "Steve's Leaves". 

The wasabi rocket - branded 
as "Super Hot Rocket" - was 
bred for its powerful flavour, 
and will appeal to those who like 
their salad with a spicy kick. For 
those who want a taste of the 
next big thing, his "Shoots and 
Leaves" mix contains pea- 
shoots, the latest leaf to grace 
London restaurants. And for the 
health posse who demand noth- 
ing less than a super-food, he 
offers "Nose-Tinglingly Pep- 
pery Baby Watercress", which 
contains more iron than spin- 
ach, more vitamin C than an or- 
ange, and more calcium than 
whole milk. Cut earlier than the 
traditional variety, baby water- 
cress lacks the long, stringy 
stalks that can protrude when 
you chew normal cress - what 
Steve calls "the Ermintrude ef- 
fect". 

For those who will spend the 
summer on their allotments 
rather than the sofa, Steve has the 
following special tip: Gardeners 
growing their lettuces under plas- 
tic should bear in mind that they 
like to be stroked. 

Research by Vitacress, the 
parent company of Steve's 
Leaves, has shown that leaves 
grow stronger and tastier when 
rustled by the wind. If they are 
growing in polytunnels or green- 
houses, they respond well to 
stroking, which stimulates the 
same enzyme as wind-rustling 
and produces leaves of superior 
colour and flavour.

It is always nice to go home 
with a good taste in your mouth 
and after our lunch last Satur- 
day there were plenty to 
choose from. Lovely Amuse 
Bouche to begin with, excel- 
lent Smoked Seared Scallop 
and Foie Gras followed by a 
very simple sounding Tomato 
and Origano soup which must 
have taken hours of care to 
make. A taste of very special 
Lobster.

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FC Porto lift Portugal Cup 


Most competitive 
World Cup in years 
- says Queiroz 

Portugal's manager Carlos Queiroz has said thatthis 
year's World Cup will be one of the most competitive and 
balanced in recenttimes, adding that Ivory Coast have 
the ability to surprise many. 

“In this day and age, world 
football is completely different, 
the teams are much more com- 
petitive. The 2010 World Cup 
will be the most competitive in 
the last three or four, due to the 
level of the players and the teams 
competing” said the Portuguese 
manager. 

This high level of teams will 
bring surprises, claims Queiroz, 
who says that Ivory Coast have 
the capacity to go far, they being 
Portugal’s first adversary in 
group G, on June 15*. “Fm not 
the only person saying this, so 
are the analysts. Ivory Coast is 


the team that everybody is bet- 
ting on as being the favourite Af- 
rican team to reach the semi-finals 
for the first time ever” said the 
former Manchester United as- 
sistant coach. 

Carlos Queiroz is currently 
preparing his players at the 
Covilha training camp for their 
2010 South Africa World Cup 
campaign, not setting any con- 
crete objectives and focusing 
only on the upcoming group 
stage matches: “Getting over the 
first bridge. That will be our 
path, game after game” said the 
manager.

In order to reach the final of 
the Portugal Cup, FC Porto elimi- 
nated five teams: Sertanense, 
Belenenses, Sporting and Rio 
Ave; whilst Desportivo de 
Chaves pushed aside six: Amares, 
Le^a, Uniao da Serra, Beira-Mar, 
Pa^os de Ferreira and Naval. 

Although the final result was 
2-1 in favour of FC Porto, the 
score should have been far greater 
for the ‘Blues’ as they dominated 
the match throughout. As soon 
as the initial whistle blew, FC 
Porto piled on the pressure and 
Chaves were pushed to their 
backline, with several efforts 
menacing Rui Rego’ s goal. Edu 
almost surprised the stronger 
team with a long range effort hit- 
ting Helton’ s post, but it was FC 


FC Porto wontheirfirsttrophy of the season last 
weekend after beating Chaves in the final of the 
Portugal Cup at the Jamor Stadium. It isthe 'Blues' 
fifteenth Portugal Cup in itshistory, with their Colombian 
players making the difference. 


Porto who put the first in, 
Guarm scoring within the fif- 
teen minute mark with a potent 
shot. 

The initial advantage seemed 
to motivate FC Porto as Hulk 
pulled off an amazing solo play, 
whilst Chaves could only men- 
ace the ‘Blues’ with their long 
range efforts, rarely posing a 
threat to Helton. 

A goal from another Colom- 
bian arrived ten minutes after 
the first one, with Hulk being 
selfless when one on one with 
the keeper and passing to 
Falcao, who only needed to 
push the ball into the back of the 
net. 

Many more goal opportuni- 
ties were wasted by FC Porto 


in the match, demonstrating the 
disparity between both finalists of 
the Portugal Cup. 

Chaves managed to claw one 
back towards the end, with a val- 
iant effort from late substitute 
Clemente beating Helton, making 
the final five minutes of the match 
very tense for FC Porto as Chaves 
seemed confident they would 
equalise. 

Such did not happen though, and 
FC Porto took their only trophy 
this season with great joy at the 
Jamor Stadium, much to the delight 
of their fans.
